FLOOD SURVIVORS UNNERVED. 


Inhabitants of Heppner Anxious to 
Leave the Place—Dead Will 
Reach Nearly 200. 


HEPPNER, Ore., June 17.—Seven bodies 
of flood victims were taken from a pile of 
débris to-day. Of the seven, one is a China- 
man and one a woman about thirty years 
old, unidentified. : 

Two hundred persons, many of them wo- 
men with children, asked for permission to 


sleep on the floors of the Catholic Church, 
the Court House, and the schoolhouse dur- 
ing last night. The officers granted per- 
mission, but were surprised at the repeti- 
tion of the request made Monday night. It 
Ys not destitution, but fear that causes the 
inhabitants to quake with apprehension 
whenever a cloud hovers over the cafions 
above town. 

Many men declare they will never live in 
the town again, and are imploring their 
families to desert the place. Despite the 
endeavor to calm the prevalent hysteria, 
the people generally are under the spell of 
horror, and business has been abandoned. 

An official estimate this morning shows 
sixty people missing and undoubtedly lost. 
This is in addition to about 130 bodies al- 
ready recovered, making a total death list 
of nearly 200.

The proceeds of the 
assessment and stock is to go into the 
property, providing for improvements and 
extensions.

| AMMON IS FOUND GUILTY. 


Jury Takes Only One Ballot in the Law- 
yer’s Case—Stay Granted for Mo- 
tions for a New Trial. 


After less than an hour’s deliberation yes- 
terday afternoon, the jury which had heard 
the testimony in the case of Robert A. 
Ammon, the lawyer charged with receiving 
$30,500 of the funds of the Franklin Syndi- 
cate swindle, returned a verdict finding him 
guilty. 

The verdict was rendered in Judge New- 
burger’s court, where Ammon has been on 
trial for upward of two weeks. As Ammon 
was brought in from the Tombs to hear the 
verdict announced it could be seen that he 
had steeled himself for the ordeal. His 
tread was firm as he walked up to the rail- 
ing where prisoners are arraigned. He stood 
leaning against the railing in apparent un- 
concern as he waited for Judge Newburger 
to take his seat on the bench. He swung 
sharply around and met the glance of the 


twelve mén without wincing, as the usual 
questions were put, and John W. Henry, 
the foreman, arose and said: 
“We _ find the defendant 
charged in the indictment.”

It is understood that 
a certificate of reasonable doubt will be 
asked for, which would admit Ammon to 
bail pending the appeal which will be 
taken. 

There | was a suspicion of moisture in 
Ammon's eyes as he shook hands with 
Frederick B. House, who, while he has 
taken no active part in Ammon’s defense, 
has been devotedly at his side all through 
the trial. As Ammon walked back to the 
Tombs he paused long enough at the water 
cooler to gulp down a large glass of ice 
water.

The verdict was found on one single bal- 
lot, and the jury spent less than half an 
hour in weighing the evidence. 

Ammon offered no defense beyond the 
address of his counsel, Mr. Palmer, who 
made an attack on District Attorney Je- 
rome and William F. Miller, who was the 
principal witness against Ammon, The rest 
of the day was consumed by the summing 
up of Assistant District Attorney Nott, the 
vrosecutor, and the charge of Judge New- 
ourger. 

The maximum penalty for Ammon’s of- 
fense is five years in State prison, the 
minimum punishment six months in the 
penitentiary and a fine of $250. No mem- 
ane Ammon's family was in court yes- 
erduay.

The other was for $9,515, against Wini- 
fred Ammon, wife of Ammon, in favor of 
Alfred Hayes, Jr., as assignee of the firm 
of Seymour, Johnson & Co., to recover the 
amounr of several certificates for cotton 
margins and a check, which were deliv- 
ered to her by Henry A. Seymour of the 
firm on May 28, 1900, 
failed.

HELD BODY FOR BOARD BILL.

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PISTOL PLAY ON A LINER 


Poker Game Led to an Exciting 
Smoking-Room Incident. 


“ Southerner” Threatened a Supposed 
Cheat on the Kaiser Wilhelm Il.— 
Another Passenger Interfered. 


A game of poker on board the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Mner Kaiser Wilhelm II., which 
arrived Tuesday afternoon, almost resulted 
in a shooting affray in the smoking saloon 
Monday night. Capt. Hoegemann declared 
yesterday that he did not ‘remember the 
names of those who figured in the affair, 
but told of the circumstances. 

He said that so far as he knew there was 
no card playing during the trip until the 
last day exeept one. He was told of the 
game in question about noon Monday, 
when a passenger came to his door and 
knocked for admittance. 

“Captain, I’ve been playing cards,’ was 
the visitor's announcement. ‘I have lost 

250. I am sure I was cheated. I think the 
man I played with won my money unfair- 
ly. 
slick with the cards." 

‘Have you any evidence?” the Captain 
asked, 

“I don’t know,” answered the passenger, 
“but I am quite sure. This is the first time 
I have ever been across and back, and it 
is the first time I ever played poker on a 
ship. The game seemed all right when I 
began.” 

“If you play cards on board a vessel 
with people whom you don’t know, you 
must take the consequences,’ was the ob- 
servation of the Captain, and the passenger 
went away. 

That night another passenger visited the 
Captain. ‘“‘I understand ‘ The Southerner’ 
has been taiking about me,”’ said the man. 
“I did my very best to get him to come 
here with me and talk with you, but he 
wouldn't. I wanted him to come so we 
could explain everything. When he refused 


I took hold of his coat, but he pulled away.

He 
juniped to the side of ‘the Southerner,’ 
and grabbed the pistol, and before he could 
aim again I was in a somewhat safer place, 
and ‘the Southerner’ had cooled down, I 
believe.” 

Capt. Hoegemann ordered 
Southerner’ be sent to him. ‘“‘ You must 
give up that pistol,’ he said. As the order 
was complied with, ‘‘ the Southerner "’ said: 
“I didn't intend to shoot him. I only 
wanted to frighten him.” 

The Captain asked all three men con- 
cerned in the affair to remain away from 
the smoking saloon for the remainder of 
the voyage. They did so. When the liner 
reached her dock Tuesday ‘“‘the South- 
erner”’ had his weapon returned to him. 
He still declared that the man at whom he 
pointed it had ‘‘ dene ’’ him at poker. 

The man who complained of *‘ the South- 
erner’s' attempted assault was suspected 
by many of the passengers of being a

The Gjoa Leaves Norway for the Arctic 
Regions—Scientists Greatly Inter- 
ested in the Voyage. 


CHRISTIANIA, June 17.—The whaling 
ship Gjoa, with Capt. Ammundsen's mag- 
netic north pole expedition on board, sailed 
at midnight. 


It has been announced that the Ammund- 
sen expedition will first go to King Will- 
iam Land, on the east coast of Greenland, 
and will thence proceed for Bering Strait. 
The expedition has been characterized by 
Prof. Schmidt of Berlin as undertaking the 
most important task in the domain of ter- 
restrial magnetism. It is planned to take a 
route never before attempted. 

While it has not béen announced that the 
expedition is designed to reach the pole, if 
Capt. Ammundsen is able to follow the 
course projected it will take him almost di- 
rectly across the pole. 

Capt. Ammundsen, who is a Norwegian, 
was the First Officer of the Belgica in 
Gerlach’s antarctic expedition of 1897-9. 
After his return, Ammundsen consulted 
with Prof. Neumayer of Hamburg, the 
leading authority on terrestrial magnetism, 
who informed him that expert determina- 
tion of the earth's magnetic pole would be 
of the very greatest value to science. The 
fitting out of the expedition which has just 
left Christiania followed. 

The Gjoa is classed as being one of the 
strongest and best vessels of the arctic 
fleet. She can be handled by a crew of 
seven; is fitted with an auxillary petro- 
leum engine. and is equipped for a four 
years’ stay in the arctic regions. 


A DRAMA OF THE CLINIC. 


Life of Subject Whose Respira- 


tion Had Ceased.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 17.—One of the 
most dramatic incidents in the history of 
the City Hospital took place this afternoon 
during the clinic by Dr. Lorenz. Allan 
Nichols, eight years old, had been placed 
on the operating table for a club foot short- 
ly after 3 o'clock. The anaesthetic proved 
too powerful for the lad, who is troubled 
with a weak heart. Respiration ceased. 

In a twinkling. and before the large 
crowd of professional men in attendance 
realized the situation, Dr. Lorenz began the 
manipulation of the boy’s arm to accom- 
plish artificial respiration, 

There was a short period of the most in- 


tense and nervous suspense. Not a person 
ventured to stir even to the assistance of 
the operator. The doctor was as calm as 
if it was the usual thing. At the end of six 
minutes from the time respiration ceased 
the doctor suspended vigorous operations, 
looked about reassuringly, and quietly ob- 
served: ‘‘ The little man is all right now.” 

There was a shout in answer that re- 
lieved the feelings of those present and 
shook the building. The doctor stated aft- 
erward in his characteristically modest 
way: ‘Out of a thousand cases I have lost 
two in the manner we have just escaped.” 

During the clinic Dr. Lorenz slipped on 
the tiled floor. He asked the physicians 
present to pardon him and took off his 
shoes and socks, working in his bare few 
until the clinic was over.

ARGUING JETT-WHITE CASE. 


Many Widows and Orphans of Feud 
Victims Listen to Lawyers—Excit- 
ing Scene in Court. 


JACKSON, Ky., June 17.—To-day’s session 
of the court which is trying Curtis Jett 
and Thomas White for the murder of J. B. 
Marcum was taken up with the arguments 
of counsel. The speechmaking was en- 
livened by a turbulent scene in court. Five 
addresses were made, and to-morrow Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Byrd will make the 
closing argument for the defense. The 
case will, it is expected, be in the hands 
of the jury by to-morrow noon. 

Among those in the court were Mrs. Mar- 
cum, the widow of the victim, and Mrs. 
Cox, the widow of Dr. Cox, who preceded 
Mzrcum at the hands of assassins. It was 
said that there were in the audience more 
than a score of the widows of those who 
and many 
orphans who are growing up with revenge- 
- recollections of wrongs done their fa- 
thers. 

When court convened this morning Judge 
B. F. French, leader of the French faction 
of the French-Eversole feud, began the 
opening argument for the defense of Jett 
and White. He declared that County Judge 
Blanton, who said that the witness Graw- 
ford had been arrested, had lied. 

Judge Blanton sprang to his feet and ap- 
proached Judge French, but Elisor Jones 
threw himself between the men, and Judge 
Redwine finally secured quiet in the court- 
room, Judge Redwine threatened to send 
Judge Blanton to jail for contempt of court, 
and admonished Judge French to be more 
temperate in his language. 

Judge French spoke for two hours and 
was followed by.Capt. Hurst for the pros- 
ecution. Capt. Hurst declared that his 
only motive for taking .part in the prosecu- 
tion, the first time in many years he had 
done such a thing, was to secure justice. 
He said he wanted to see the law enforced 
in Breathitt County. 

John D,. O'Neal, for the defense, was fol- 
lowed at the afternoan session of the court 
by Thomas Marcum, a brother of the vic- 
tim, who made a strong appeal for the 
death penalty for the defendants. 

The Court House was occupled to-night 
for the concluding argument for the de- 
fense by Benjamin B. Golden, who claimed 
the evidence was insufficient and contra- 
dictory. 

Capt. Ewen, guarded by a detachment of 
militia, was taken to a train this morning 
and departed for a place of safety. Pre- 
vious reports of his departure were given 
out to throw his enemies off their guard. 
In going to the train to-day the portion of 
the town controlled by the dominant fac- 
toin was avoided. 

Major Embry Allen advised Mrs. B. J. 
Ewen to go with her husband. She has 
taken an active part in accumulating evi- 
dence against the men who burned *er 
husband’s hotel and who are ¢irecily con- 
nected with the powerful faction in Breath- 
itt County. Major Allen expressed the te- 
hef that her life was in danger, notwi:h- 
standing the fact that women and childicn 
have heretofore been spared Hy assass'us 
in Jackson. 

Mrs. Ewen’s bravery and courage have 
frequently been shown, especially during 
the recent trials through which she has 
passed, and it was but the expected when 
she replied: 

“T will stay here until our interests are 
properly protected and our contracts ful- 
filled. If they want to kill me, they will 
find me here for at least a month.” 

As the murder case draws to a close, 
alarm among citizens because of the prob- 
ability of troops being withdrawn is mani- 
fest. The assassination of every person 
who has been exposed as antagonistic to 
the ring is feared. Arson may substitute 
assassination where the latter may not be 
expedient.

KENTUCKIAN’S STRONG WORDS. 


Judge Tarvin Says a Czar Is Needed to 
Clear Breathitt County of 
“Vile Assassins.”

Tarvin of the Covington District Court, in 
a speech accepting the Presidency of the 
Kentucky Elks <Association to-day, made 
the following references to Breathitt Coun- 
ty: 

‘Our hearts go out in loving sympathy 
to the wife and children of the murdered 
Marcum, and we demand the speedy pun- 
ishment of his assassins. In fact, we should 
demand the punishment of all assassins, 
resident and non-resident.

In 
Breathitt County they killed a man who 
was worth all the Kings and Queens in 
Christendom, and it would be in poor taste 
for our Government to say anything to a 
foreign power about assassination so long 
as it is so prevalent in our own country.” 
TO CANCEL ILLEGAL BONDS. 


San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway 
Agrees to Obey Texas Railroad 
Commission. 


Special to The New York Times. 

AUSTIN, Texas, June 17.—The Railroad 
Commission to-day issued an order dismiss- 
ing the complaint against the San Antonio 
and Aransas Pass Railway Company in ac- 
cordance with the acceptance on the part 
of the stockholders of that company of the 
requirements of the commission that its 
bonds to the amount of $1,350,000, which 
are alleged to have been illegally issued, be 
cancelled, that it reduce its capital stock 
from $5.000,000 to $1,000,000, and that it 
segregate itseif completely from the South- 
ern Pacific. 

Accompanying the copy of the resolu- 
tions of the stockholders of the defendant 
company notifying the Railroad Commis- 
sion of its acceptance of the prescribed pen- 
alties was a petition from the stockhold- 
ers advising the commission that if it 
would not enforce the penalties it would 
build a line of road from Alice to Browns- 
ville, Texas, a distance of 100 miles, and 
that the proposed road should be completed 
and in operation within two years. The 
commission may act on this petition at a 
later date. 

It is understood that the company will be 
given about three months in which to call 
in and cancel the illegal bonds and to re- 
duce its capital stock. No information was 
given out as to the prospective purchasers 
of the road, but it is still believed that it 
will pose into the hands of the Rock Isl- 
and-Frisco interests.

SMITH AND HEATH 


-IAECTLY ACCUSED 


Payne Gives Out Bristow Letter 
and Inspectors’ Reports. 


The Two Ex-Post Office Officials Con. 
nected with Packing of Payrolls— 
Heath’s Blanket Vouchers, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—By all odds the 
most sensational documents yet given out in 
the course of the Post Office investigation 
were made public to-day, when Postmaster 
General Payne gave out the long-looked-for 
reply of Fourth Assistant Bristow to the 
Tulloch charges, together with the reports 
of the Inspectors on the investigations con- 
ducted in 1899 and 1900. 

These documents not only bring the name 
of Perry S. Heath, hinted at in the Civil 
Service Commission's report, directly into 
the scandal, but they contain intimations of 
a grave character concerning the conduct 


of Heath’s former chief, ex-Postmaster 
General Charles Emory Smith, 

Bristow’s reply was not given out when 
those of the other men mentioned in Tul- 
loch's statement were published, and much 
comment was excited by the fact. It dif- 
fers widely in character from the replies of 
Smith, Tracewell, Merritt, and Heath, and 
sustains Tulloch in important particulars. 

Tulloch, it will be remembered, charged 
that when the investigation of 1900 seemed 
to be getting too high up the Inspectors 
were called off. Bristow declares that the 
Inspectors reported to him™that the; had 
discovered irregularities which were author- 
ized ‘‘ by the department.’” Later, he says, 
Beavers told Chief Inspector Cochran that 
he had better not report on certain of the 
irregularities, because they had been “ or- 
dered personally by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral,"” who was Mr. Smith. Bristow told 
Cochran to disregard the warning, and 
when the Inspector's reports on what Bris- 
tow declared to be glaring irregularities 
came in he called Mr. Smith's attention to 
them. 

Tulloch charged that Bristow recommend- 
ed an investigation of First Assistant 
Heath's office, and that Smith refused to 
make it. This is technically but not ma- 
terially incorrect, for Bristow merely ap- 
proved the recommendation, which was 
made by Inspector Smith. Complaints were 
made that the Inspectors were too inquisi- 
tive, but Bristow stood by them. 

The reports of the Inspectors on the in- 
vestigation of 1900 show that the pay rolls 
were packed, that both men and women 
were employed who did no-work, that some 
of them received dovble salaries, and that 
every sort of irregularity was practiced. 
The Washington Post Office was.made the 
dumping ground for these department fa- 
vorites, as charged by Tulloch and the Civil 
Service Commission. 

The names of Smith and Heath appear 
at frequent intervals. When the Acting 
Postmaster of Washington refused to pay 
a clerk a sum to which he was not entitled 
“the department’ notified the official that 
Heath had ordered the payment, and that 
if this was not enough perhaps he would 
obey an order signed by Smith. Heath, 
Beavers, and others got expense money on 
vouchers which were not itemized, and the 
Weshingten City Post Office footed the 
bills. 

The Washington cashier was obliged to 
pay under protest payments which the Con- 
troller had suspended, the orders coming 
from Heath. The Inspectors discovered al- 
leged charwomen who did no work and 
3eavers warned them not to report their 
discoveries, because the women were 
Smith's personal appointments. 

The Inspector in charge reported that the 
files of the Post Office cashier show direct 
orders from superior authority for the dis- 
bursement of all the questionable items 
cited. The Inspector urged ‘‘ that the re- 
sponsibility for the many illegal appoint- 
ments, the payment of two salaries to one 
and the same person, and the disbursement 

thousands dollars for which prac- 
tically no service was performed should be 
placed where it properly belongs and the 
many abuses corrected. 

Mr. Bristow says in his letter: 

* At the time this inspection was in prog- 
ress, 2s nearly as I can remember, Chief 
Inspector Cochran and Inspector in Charge 
Smith called upon me and advised’ me that 
the Inspectors in the investigation of the 
Post Office had discovered many irregular- 
ities of a serious nature which seemed to 
be authorized by the department. After 
discussing the matter at some length with 
them I directed that a report relating in 
general to the transfer be submitted in the 
regular way and copies of the same referred 
to the varlous divisions or bureaus of the 
department, as followed in other similar 
cases, and that a special report affecting 
the irregularities that seemed to be au- 
thorized by the department be submitted. 

BEAVERS'S VEILED THREAT. 

‘‘ During the progress of the inspection I 
was a:lvised by the Chief Inspector that 
George W. Beavers, chief of the Salary and 
Allowance Division, had suggested to one of 
the Inspectors that when he came to cer- 
tain appointments in some of the stations 
that appeared irregular he had better make 
no reference to them, as they had been or- 
dered persorally by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral. I told the Chief Inspector to instruct 
the Inspectors to report the facts as they 
would in any other inspection; that I did 
not believe the Postmaster General had 
knowingly authorized any irregularities. 

“Capt. W. B. Smith, Inspector in charge, 
submitted a special report on July 6, as 
directed, an abstract of which is herewith 
submitted, marked ‘Exhibit B.’ This re- 
port disclosed what seemed to me glaring 
irregularities, and I submitted it personally 
to the Postmaster General, suggesting to 
him at the time that it contained matters 
to which:I thought he would want to give 
his personal attention. 

“ Referring to the statement that I had 
demanded a thorough investigation of the 
office of the First Assistant Postmaster 
General, I beg to state that Inspector in 
Charge Smith, in his special report, hereto- 
fore mentioned as ‘ Exhibit B,’ stated that 
he had discovered a condition of affairs 
which in his judgment required an immeidi- 
ate, thorough, and exhaustive investigation, 
I submitted this report to the Postmaster 
General with my approval, but 1 did not 
consider such approval as a demand on 
my part that the office of the First .ssist. 
ant Postmaster General be investigated. 

“The third report, dated July 31, 1900, 
an abstract of which is herewith submitted, 
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marked ‘ Exhibit C,’ sets forth a number of 
irregularities that prevailed at that time in 
the Washington Post Office. This inspec- 
tion=was begun when I was absent from 
the department. When I returned I was in- 
formed by the Chief Inspector that. com- 
plaint was made to the Postmaster General 
that Inspector Little, who was engaged on 
the work, was asking unnecessary questions 
and seeking information which was not 
called-for in an inspection. I advised him 
to instruct Inspector Little to make the 
Same kind of an investigation of the Wash- 
ington Post Office that he would make of 
any other office under similar circum- 
stances, and to submit in a special report 
‘anything which he thought should be called 
to thé personal attention of the Postmaster 
General. This he did, and I submitted the 
&pecial report to the Postmaster General, 
‘stating to him that I understood from the 
Chief Inspector that complaint had been 
made that Inspector Little was asking un- 
mMecessary questions with the possible view 
of embarrassing the department with re- 
gard to certain conditions in the Washing- 
ton Post Office, but that after inquiry I 
Was clearly convinced that the questions 
asked were not unnecessary or improper, 
and that I believed he would hold the same 
view after he had read his report.” 

The report of the Inspectors on the inves- 
tigation of 1899 shows that Robert V. Will- 
ett, a son of the then Postmaster, drew two 
Salaries from July 1 to Dec. 10, 1898, one 


as a laborer at the City Post Office at 
$600 a year, and the other as a mechanic 
at $2 per day for each working day on 
What appears to have been a special roll 
of the Free Delivery Service, and that N. 
H. Baker likewise was designated as a 
laborer on the Post Office roll April 29, 
1899, at $700 per annum, and on the same 
@ate as mechanic on the Free Delivery roll 
at $2 a day. On June 30, 1899, twenty-two 
employes were borne on the rolls, and paid 
on what has been known as the “ military 
roll,” while the “military roll"’ shows 
‘thirty-four names as having been paid 
by the cashier of the Washington Post 
Office.

There was also found a “ special roll of 
employes, paid from miscellaneous allow- 
ances, said appointments being under con- 
trol of the Post Office Department.” This 
roll consists of nine “cleaners,” with sal- 


aries from $400 to $600, and one 
sician’’ at a salary of $1,700. Some of these 
* cleaners” appear to have performed very 
little service, and others none at all. 

The most important exhibit is the con- 
fidential report of Inspector in Charge 
Smith of the Washington Division, made in 
July, 1899, setting forth irregularities which 
he urged should be investigated. He names 
four employes on the military roll, who ap- 
fear not to have performed any service in 
connection with military postal matters, 
and for whose original appointment or con- 
tinuance on the rolls no good reason exists. 
The payment to W. 8. Larner, a_ military 

ostal clerk, under protest, by the cash- 
er, of $118.93, subsequently disallowed by 
the Auditor of the Treasury on Jan. 4, 
1899, is gone into at length, and it is 
shown that this matter was entirely irreg- 
ular, and that payments were directed with- 
out proper vouchers. 

The Inspector says that while the cashier 
was out of the office temporarily, and hav- 
ing left instructions that no final payment 
could be made to Larner until his expense 
account was adjusted by the Auditor, Lar- 
ner called and demanded an immediate set- 
tiement, and when settlement was not made 
at once appealed to the department. The 
Acting Postmaster, on demurring further, 
was informed by the department that the 
** Washington office held a letter from the 
First Assistant Postmaster General direct- 
ing payment to be made to Mr. Larner, and 
if that was not good enough, rhaps it 
would obey one signed by the Postmaster 

- General.’’ The amount was finally paid un- 
der written instructions. 

Attention is called to certain items of ex- 
penditures authorized for the military postal 
service of supplies, furniture, and traveling 
expenses, aggregating $8,750.70, with the 
Statement that whether or not the forego- 

. ing items were purchased in the open mar- 
ket, or as the resplt of competitive bids, the 
Inspector is unable to say, but that “the 
prices paid for some of the articles enumer- 
ated, such. as wash stands at $40 each, ap- 
“pear to have been highly excessive and lead 
© the belief that the feature of competition 
@id not enter into the transaction.”

| motion of Oliver H. Smith. On Nov. 20, 

, 2897, the First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 

' eral authorized an allowance of $600 per 

‘annum for his appointment as a laborer, 
stating that the Free Delivery Division 
would also allow $2 per day to cover car 
fare and incidental expenses. Smith drew 
pay from Nov. 23, 1897, to Nov. 30, 1898, 
making his compensation for one year ap- 
proximately $1,348.60. 

The Inspector reports: “‘ No one has cer- 
tified to the actual time Smith was em- 
ployed, nor has any statement been at- 
tached to his pay vouchers showing what 
particular service he rendered. He was con- 
t.rued in the dual capacity of clerk and 
mechanic until April 1, 1899, when he was 
promoted to be finance clerk at $1,700 per 
annum.’’ The Inspector says he knows of 
no authority of law for his appointment or 
promotion. 

‘ The Inspector calls attention to a letter 
of the cashier of the Washington office ad- 
dressed to the Postmaster, dated Dec. 20, 
1£98, to the effect that on that day Smith 
and a Mr. Towers called; that Smith asked 
for his per diem as a mechanic and was 
informed by the cashier he had no author- 
ity tc pav him, and that it would be neces- 
pery for him to obtain the usual letter from 
the department; that Smith stated that 
Gen. Heath said no authority other than 
Ahat given was needed; that Towers re- 
Tuarked: ‘‘ That is your answer then. Gen. 
Heath wants to know why you do not pay 
Mr. Smith,” and the cashier replied that he 
¥-culd furnish Gen. Heath with a full state- 
ment of the case, but that such reque.t 
‘shculd come through the Postmaster. 

Towers replied: ‘‘ Shall I report to Gen. 
Heath that you refuse to give him the in- 
Ycrmation?” The cashier replied that he 
was under no obligations to take orders 
from Towers or’to communicate with the 
department through him, but would write 
@ statement and deliver it to the Acting 
Postmaster, (the Postmaster having left 
the building.) Towers then made an effort 
to telephone the First Assistant Postmas- 
ter General without effect, and then said he 
‘was in Gen. Heath's room at the depart- 
trent when Smith called, and said he 
could not get his money; that Gen. Heath 
then called up the salany and allowance 
éivision and was informed that no further 
@uthority was needed, and told him (Tow- 
e:s) to go down with Smith and see why 
he could not get his pay.

Placed on the pay roll of the Washington 
office under authority of the First Assist- 
ant, to be charged to the appropriation for 
miscellaneous expenses. he names of 
‘these cleaners—all female—are. given. 
The Inspector states that neither the 
tmaster nor any One connected with the 
ashington office was able to give any in- 
fermation as to where they. were seuptoyed 
or the nature of their work, and the In- 
spector is of opinion that practically no 
service whatever has been rendered for the 
money expended. 

The Inspector reports that when the cash-

SMITH’S PERSONAL APPOINTMENTS. 


Reference is made by the Inspector to the 
discovery of the names of three charwomen 
whose duties the station Superintendents 
did not know, and it is added: ‘‘ Mr. Bea- 
vers, chief of Salaries and Allowance Divis- 
ion, requested the Inspector to inform the 
Inspector in charge that when he struck 


the names of the charwomen of the stations 
it would be well not to mention them in his 


report, as they were personal appointments 
of the Postmaster General and their ap- 
pointment had been authorized by the de- 
partment, and that they had been only tem- 
porarily assigned to the stations until they 
could be assigned elsewhere.” 

The Inspector cites payments to Cath- 
erine Endsley, Charles A. Machen, A. B, 
Hurt, H. L. Lorenz, John 8. Leach, and F. 
W. Wait on the authority of the First As- 
sistant Postmaster General of per diem in 
connection with claims of letter carriers for 
overtime charges, aggregating $4,655. The 
Inspector says this amount, disbursed from 
July 1, 1898, to May 1, 1899, was disbursed 
without authority of law. The Controller 
of the Treasury in a letter to the Post- 
master at Washington, dated April 26, 
1899, calls for a statement from each of 
these persons showing what payments they 
have received from other alsbursing offi<- 
cers of the Government for services or ex- 
penses from July 1, to Sept. 30, 1898. 

achen, Lorenz, and frurt, it appears, 
were paid per diem covering the same pe- 
riod by the disbursing clerk of the Depart- 
ment of Justice from the appropriation for 
defending suits in letter carriers’ claims 
against the United States before the Court 
of Claims. They continued to draw pay 
until the receipt of the Controller's letter, 
the agen for such service suddenly and 
finally ceasing with final payment for the 
month of April. 

Referring to the voucher of Letter Carrier 
A. A. Erb, July 1 to Sept. 10, 1898, for 
$195, the Controller called attention to the 
death of this letter carrier Sept. 10, while 
the voucher shows payment to him up to 
and including the date of death. The Con- 
troller says that it seems receipts were 
signed in blank by persons on the pay roll, 
and says the existence of such prattice 
would make receipts of little value. Voucher 
4, John E. Stanton, is for six days, while 
it aepeere this carrier actually served only 
one day, but signed for five other carriers 
employed on the same day. 


The report of Inspector Little on the in- | 


vesigation of the Washington office, dated 
July 31, 1900, says that a number of clerks 


were added to the rolls without request of | 


the Postmaster, and that the Postmaster 
States that at times it has been difficult 
to find employment for all assigned to his 
rolls. The Inspector says the roster appears 
to be elastic, to be added to as circum- 
stances arise, whether the Postmaster re- 
quested it or not. The aggregate salaries 
paid to those not connected with the office 


amounted to $16,100. The Postmaster, says | 


the Inspector, kngws nothing about these 
names beyond the fact that they are on his 


rolls by written authority of the Post Of- | 


fice Department and the reason therefor is 
undoubtedly clear to that department. 


MR. SMITH’'S VIEW OF IT. 


Postmaster General Smith's conclustons 
on the Inspectors’ report follow. 

Mr. Smith says that the payment of bonds 
of military clerks by the Government was 
in order to protect Postmaster Wiilett and 
his sureties when the service was orgauized, 
and that the Controller has since rather in- 
clined to the opinion that these payments, 
while not entirely regular, were warranted 
under the circumstances. As to the dual 
compensation to O. H. Smith, he says that 
it was the opinion of the department that 
any employe receiving $2,500 or less could 
be paid compensation on two different rolls, 


but that the technical irregularity was dis- 
continued as soon as the Controller of the 
Treasury called attention to it. 

Concerning the vouchers for expenses of 
Beavers, Heath, and others, 
for the expenditure of the money by 
Washington office being questioned, Mr. 
Smith says that the vouchers were fur- 
nished where possible and the entire ac- 
count regularly sworn to. He defends cer- 
tain alleged irregular appointments 
says it was the Postmaster's duty to pro- 
vide employment for the cleaners <.ppuvinted 
or to report to the department that there 
was no employment for them. Concerning 
the over-time claims to Lorenz, Hurt, 
chen, and others, Mr. Smith says that this 
expenditure was understood by the Audi- 
tor for the Post Office Department both in 
this and the previous Administration, and 
that no question was ever asked as to the 
propriety until May, 1899, when the prac- 
tice was discontinued. 

In a summary of the several reports the 
Postmaster General says:

POSTAL SCANDAL INQUIRY. 


Report That Inspectors Were Before 
Brooklyn Grand Jury—No Develop- 
ments in the New York Office. 
There was a report that Chief Post Office 
Inspector Cochran came from Washington 
yesterday and appeared, together with In- 
spectors Oldfield and Little, before the 
Federal Grand Jury in Brooklyn, to give 
evidence in certain postal cases involving 
promirent men. United States District At- 
torney W. J. Youngs of the Eastern Dis- 
trict of New York, while not denying the 
report, said that the only postal case in 
which the jury had taken definite action 
during the day was one relating to a letter 

sent through the mails. 
The jury in Brooklyn, it is understood on 
good authority, has not yet heard of any- 


thing bearing directly on the now notorious i 


Post Office scandal, but the officials do not 
say there is no prospect of sensational de- 
velopments in the Eastern District. Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney Chat- 
field gave the assurance that no arrests 
were to be looked for last night or to-day, 
and at Marsha) Haubert's office nothing 
had been heard of any warrants. Ex-Con- 
gressman Driggs said he had nothing to 
add to his previous statement that his con- 
duct in connection with the concern sup- 
plying cash registers to the Post Office 
Department would bear the fullest investi- 
gation. 

In this borough Postmaster Van Cott 
said he had heard no news of the “ scan- 
dal.” He probably will send to Washington 
to-day his report on the forty-eight 
* cashiers'’ now serving as Superintend- 
ents of various departments. From what 
he said yesterday, it was gathered that he 
intended to make a recommendation that 
their pay be not decreased on the ground 
that they are necessary to the department 
in their present positions, and that those 
positions were held under a proper inter- 
pretation of the laws. 

At the local office of Post Office Inspect- 
ors it was stated that two or three out- 
of-town representatives of the department 
might have remained in New York, but 
most of the special investigators were 
known to have returned to Washington or 
to their posts in other cities.

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‘OF METROPOLITAN DEAL 


His Efforts to Prevent Adoption of 
the Lease Plan. 


Contends That Profits Could Be Saved 
to the Old Stockholders by Abro- 
gation of the Lease. 


Isidor Wormser, Jr., plaintiff) in the ac- 
tion institutéd to prevent the merging of 
the Metropolitan and Interurban Street 
Reilway Companies, was on the stand yes- 
terday at the trial, which fs being conduct- 
ed before Justice Scott in Special Term, 
Part IV., of the Supreme Court. 

He gave his version of the transaction, 
contending that the profits that will go to 
the Interurban, or to the Metropolitan Se- 
curities Company, which is back of it, 
might be saved to the old stockholders of 
the Metropolitan if the lease were abro- 
gated. He gave an account of his efforts 
to prevent the adoption of the lease plan, 
both before and after the action of the 
Board of Directors of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company had voted favor- 
ably upon it; of his offer to procure the 
money needed by the Metropolitan for ex- 
tensions, alterations, and improvements of 
the system, and of the rejection of his of- 
fer by President H. H. Vreeland, Thomas 
F. Ryan, and others connected with the 
company, 

Incidentally it was brought out by the 
questioning of the counsel for the traction 


companies, W. D. Guthrie, that certain 
Stocks, privileges to subscribe for which 
had been sold by the firm of I. & $8. Worm- 
ser, had depreciated in value as a result of 
the action taken in the courts by Isidor 
Wormser. The plaintiff, it also appeared 
from _a letter introduced in evidence, had 
asked for an extension of his privilege to 
subscribe to stock in the Metropolitan Se- 
curities Company untill the litigation he had 
begun shall have ended. 

Albert L. Stickney, counsel for Mr. 
Wormser, obtained from his client his story 
of the interview he had had with Mr. Ryan, 
Vice President of the Morton Trust Com- 
pany, and largely interested in the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company, when the 
scheme for the merger was first proposed. 
He said that Mr. Ryan made an appoint- 
ment to meet him at Mr. Ryan's office on 
a@ certain day, and that Mr. Ryan had said 
when he made that appointment that he be- 
lMeved he could convince him that the plan 
was for the best interests of the Metropoli- 
tan Street Rallway Company and its stock- 
holders, but that he would be willing to be 
convinced otherwise, 

Q.—Tell us what took place at that interview 
and what was said? A.—Mr. Ryan told us that 
the Metropolitan Street Rallway Company had 
a large floating debt—about $10,000.000—and 
that it was the plan of the corporation to 
change the then existing horse power lines to 
electric lines, and that that would require an 
additional $10,000,000, making a total of $20,- 
000,000. Mr, Ryan said that a plan had been 
discovered for the raising of these funds, and 
that a certain firm of bankers would advance 
such funds as were necessary for the purpose. 

Q.—Did he explain this plan? A.—Mr. Ryan 
said it was proposed to lease the Metropolitan 
to another operating corporation which was 
acquired under the law, and the securities of 
that corporation would be held by a holding cor- 
poration, which would have a capital of $30,- 
000,000, all of which had already been sub- 
scribed. 

Q.—Was there any mention of the Metropolitan 
stockholders? A.—He said the shareholders of 
the Metropolitan would be offered an interest in 
the holding company if they saw fit to exercise 
that privilege. 

Witness, continuing, told what Mr. Ryan 
had explained to him about the trouble they 
had had in securing these privileges for 
the stockholders of the Metropolitan. 

Q.—Wheat did you say? A.-—I asked what was 
the object of the new corporation, and Mr. 
Ryan said it would have necessary money for 
the demands of the Metropolitan, and that in 
time it would be a very valuable concern. The 
new company would get all the earnings of the 
Metropolitan above the 7 per cent. guarantee. 
He said it would be in a position to acquire other 
lines, and make deals with corporations doing 
electric Ughting and other business, and that it 
had unlimited facilities. 

Mr. Wormser said that he inquired of Mr. 
Ryan as to what could be done with the 
securities then in the treasury of the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company, and 
that he was informed that they would be 
taken over by the other companies. He re- 

eated Mr. Ryan's reasons, as stated by Mr. 

yan on the witness stand on Tuesday, 
for ne the strengthening of the per- 
sonnel of the management of the Metropol- 
itan Street Railway Company: 

Q.—What did you say at that time? A.—TI said 
to Mr. Ryan that if the corporation had a 
legitimate floating debt of $10,000,000 I be- 
lieved the shareholders would want it paid off. 
I told him that in the Treasury of the Metro- 
politan there were assets of more than $10,000,- 
000; that the Third Avenue line alone was worth 
much more than that, and that the company 
ought to be able to pay off the debt. If any 
difficulty was experienced I told him that TI 
would guarantee to get him $10,000,000, and 
would not charge the corporation anything for 
such services. Furthermore, if the corporation 
required money for electrifying certain lines 
and makin other improvements, the share- 
holders in the past had always given the man- 
agement all the funds necessary, and I had 
no doubt that in this instance they were will- 
ing to do the same. I believed the stockhelders 
would be willing to take it at the market 
price, and when he showed doubts I said I 
would underwrite it, and with this, if this were 
done, the stockholders would be able to keep 
for themselves the earnings of the monopoly 
of railroads in New York City. There is no 
question In my mind as to what they would 
amount to in a few years. They are bound to 
increase, and instead of limiting the stockhold- 
ers to their profit of 7 per cent., they should 
be permitted to reap the entire benefits. 

Mr. Ryan's answer, as given by Mr. 
Wormser, was that he was opposed to any 
increase in the stock in the Metropolitan, 
as that would necessitate a reduction of 
dividends, to which he and those associated 
with him objected. Mr. Wormser testifted 
that when the Third Avenue stock was 
bought by the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company there was a stock Issue vf $7,000,- 
000, to which the stockholders subscribed 
at $160 a share. On a former occasion, he 
said, when funds were needed by the com- 
pany they were procured in a similar way. 

“Mr. Ryan,’ continued the witness, 
“ stated that he was very anxious to have 
his scheme go through, and, although all 
of the shares of the new company Aad been 
subscribed for, he would see that we got 
what we wanted.” 

According to the witness, Mr Ryan then 
spoke of the necessity of deferring pay- 
ments of dividends, if any other plan were 
adopted, and said that, “inasmuch as the 
Metropolitan was a guardian of women 
and orphans, he could not countenance any 
plan that would long defer the payment of 
dividends,."’ He stated that Mr. Vreeland 
tcok a hopeful view of the situation, and 
sald. that there was nothing the human 
mind could conceive that could induce the 
Metropolitan Company to reduce its divi- 
dends below 7 per cent. 

Lawyer Guthrie secured the introduction 
in evidence of a circular sent out by the 
Metropolitan when the stock of that com- 
pany was increased from $45,000,000 to $52,- 

0,000—the seven-million-dollar stock issue 
that Mr. Wormser had alluded to as being 
for the purpose of acquiring the Third Ave- 
nue Railroad. The pamphlet said that the 
increase was ‘for the purpose of continu- 
ing and completing !mprovements already 
in progress.”’ 

Q.—(By Mr, Guthrie)—Did you say that what- 
ever might be received by your firm for sub- 
scription to the stock held by the Metropolitan 
Securities Company would be held pending the 
termination of this litigation? What had your 
firm received for the sales of subscriptions 
standing in the name of your firm? A.—I can- 
not say, 

Q.—Haveén’t you got a statement of the matter 
in your pocket? A.--I hava Sir. 


Mr. Stickney objected, but the introduc- 
tion of this statement was permitted. Mr. 
Wormser said his firm subscribed on their 
own behalf for fifteen and three-quarters 
shares. Mr. Wormser was asked by Mr. 
Guthrie if it were not true that he or his 
firm had sold to a number of Wall Street 
firms many privileges of subscription to 
Metropolitan Securities stock, assigned to 
them by stockholders of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company. The lawyer at 
that time produced a setpe package of sub- 
seription warrants, but he was stopped by 
objections and the ruling of the Justice 
from going into details. 

‘‘As a matter of fact,’ asked Mr. Guthrie 
of the witness, ‘‘ are you not now endeavor- 
ing to destroy the value of these subscrip- 
tion rights which you sold?”’ 

Mr. Stickney leaped to his feet and ob- 
jected to the question. Justice Scott said: 
“IT gustain the objection. Whether or not 
his action is likely to do that is apparent 
on the face of it."’ 

President H. H. Vreeland was recalled 
at the morning session. He told of the 
indebtedness of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, and said that it was 
unable to pay 7 per cent. from its earnings. 
The result of operating the system during 
the year ended Dec. 31, 1901, he said, was a 
deficit of $81,000, and that, he said, did not 
include the interest on the floating indebt- 
edness. His opinion was that it would take 

erhaps two or three years to get a prof- 
fable return from the new construction. 

Jacob H. Schiff testified that Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. received $1,500,000 for underwriting 
the Interurban scheme. 
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SERVIANS PREPARIN 
TO GREET KING PETER 


Belgrade Arranging for an Enthu- 
siastic Reception. 


Czar’s Telegram to the King Regarded 


by the Army as an Approval of the 
Deed of the Assassins.

LONDON, July 18.—The Servian capt- 
tal, says The Times's correspondent at 
Belgrade, is palpitating with all the de- 
lights of anticipation, and the loyal Ser- 
vian nation is awaiting its King with 
impatient enthusiasm. Telegrams from 
the provinces published in the newspa- 
pers express fervid devotion to King 
Peter, and the army’s zeal is unques- 
tioned. 

All this, remarks the correspondent, is 
a little surprising, seeing that in March, 
1902, at the time of Alavantitch’s abor- 
tive attefmpt on behalf of Prince Kara- 
georgevitch, neither the people nor the 
army showed the least sympathy with 
the pretender, but nothing succeeds like 
success, especially in the East, and the 
triumphant extirpation of the Obreno- 
vitch dynasty has/won all hearts to 
Karageorgevitch. 

It was said a year ago that the pre- 
tender had not a single partisan in the 
country except a few connections of his 
family. The same thing is said to-day in 
regard to the Obrenovitchs, and is prob- 
ably equally true.

BELGRADE, June 17.—With the receipt 
of the Czar’s telegram to King Peter ends, 
in the opinion of the best-informed persons, 
natives and foreigners, all] possibility of an 
internal rising against the provisional Gov- 
ernment of Servia. The dispatch has so 
strengthened the hands of the conspirators 
that there is no chance whatever of opposi- 
tion to them. King Peter has telegraphed 
to the Czar, thanking him warmly for his 
message. 

The army regards the Czar’s telegram as 
putting the seal of approval on the deeds 
of the officers. 

Up to the present the Diplomatic Corps 
has officially ignored the provisional Gov- 
ernment, but the Servian officials express 
the conviction that the powers generally 
are bound to follow Russia’s lead. 

Nothing is now heard but talk of the ap- 
proaching reception of the new King. It is 
still uncertain whether the Parliamentary 
deputation to greet him will leave here to- 
night or to-morrow. The municipality of 
Belgrade is also sending a deputation to 
meet the King. 

The municipality has voted a large sum 
toward the reception of King Peter, which 
promises to be elaborate. About 3,000 addi- 
tiona] electric lights have been ordered for 
the illumination of the city. The munici- 
pality intends to erect three triumphal 
arches between the railroad station and the 
town. 

The Austrian Government has promised 


—~ Peter the free use of its railroads 
for his journey here. 

It does not seem likely that the King will 
inhabit the old palace, which was the scene 
of the recent tragedy. Preparations are be- 
ing made for his accommodation at the 
new palace. The officials explain that King 
Peter might object, ‘‘ from sentimental rea- 
sons,’ to occupying King Alexander’s 
apartments. 

he new royal cipher consists of the let- 
ter “P" with a number one—'' PI.” 

Large crowds are constantly gathering 
before the windows of a shop on the main 
street of Belgrade, where, since the receipt 
of the Czar’s message, a large photograph 
of the chief military actors in the late 
drama has heen displayed. There is an 
unusual sale of official copies of the tele- 
grams exchanged between the Czar and 
King Peter and the King and the Servian 
Cabinet. 

In an interview to-day a Servian official, 
when asked why it was necessary to murder 
the Queen, said: 

** Because so long as Draga was alive the 
question of the succession would have re- 
mained open.” 

When it was pointed out to the official 
that the death of the King would have re- 
moved all chances of Queen Draga’s brother 
vee eg | to the throne, he admitted that 
perhaps the death of the Queen was due to 
“excess of zeal.” 

The official frankly admitted that the 
men of the Sixth Infantry, who were en- 
gaged in the attack on the palace, were ut- 
ferly ignorant of what they were doing. 
After the assassinations an officer of the 
regiment, on returning to his men, called 
for shouts of “Long live Peter Kara- 
georgevitch! "’ but the men remained silent, 
and only repeated commands, accompanied 
by threats, induced them to cheer. 

The official by 
cheerfully: 

*Bygones are bygones. Now that the 
Czar has recognized King Peter all the 
powers will do so.” 


VIENNA, June 17.—The Servian military 
deputation sent by the War Minister to as- 
sure King Peter of the devotion of the 
army, passed through Vienna this after- 
noon. 

The officers expressed pleasure at the 
Czar's message to King Peter, which they 
considered as having settled the attitude 
of the powers.

VIENNA, June 17.—Cordially-worded tele- 
grams have been exchanged between Em- 
peror Francis Joseph and King Pcter of 
Servia, but the Emperor, in his congratu- 
lations to the new ruler, seizes the ovcasion 
to denounce the assassination of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga. 

King Peter's message is as follows: 

“Geneva, Switzerland, June 16.

“I hasten to inform your Majesty of my 

call to the Servian throne, to which I have 


been elected by the unanimous vote of the 
Senate and Skupshtina. I intend to take up 
again my ancestral traditions, and hope to 
bring freedom and happiness to my Father- 
land. I respectfully pray that your Majesty 
continue to evince toward me those icelings 
of sympathy which your Majesty enter- 
tained for my father up to the time of his 
death. Should your Majesty be pleased to 
show me the same eoengethy in the fulfill- 
ment of my new duties, it will make lighter 
the task for me. It is my intention and 
firm resolve to merit it. ** PETER.” 

The Emperor replied as follows: 

** Vienna, June 17. 
“His Majesty the eee of Servia: 

“In acknowledging the friendly notifica- 
tion of your accession to the’ throne I desire 
to assure you without delay of my complete 
sympathy and wishes that you may have a 
long and happy reign. May it be vouch- 
safed to your Majesty to carry out success- 
fully the noble mission which has devolved 
upon you by restoring peace, quiet, and es-

GREAT BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 
LONDON, June 18.—In accordance with 


his promise, Premfer Balfour, in the House 


of Commons, yesterday, amplified his pre- 
vious statement regarding the attitude of 
the British Government toward Servia. 

Mr. Balfour said the diplomatic relations 
with Servia, which ended with the death 
of King Alexander, had not been renewed. 
The Government had considered whether 
it should mark its reprobation of the 
crimes which had disgraced_the Servian 
capital by withdrawing the British Minis- 
ter. It, however, had been thought better 
that Sir George Bonham remain at his post 
and protect British interests. He would not 
be accredited to the new Government until 
further information was received regarding 
the circumstances under which it had come 
into power. Those powers in regard to 
whose attitude the Government had re- 
ceived information had instructed their rep- 
resentatives to accept the Provisional Gov- 
ernment as the de facto authority with 
— current business should be trans- 
acted.

SCENE OF TRAGEDY SHOWS 
THE MURDERERS’ SAVAGERY. 


BELGRADE, June 17.—The correspondent 
ot The Associated Press was to-day allowed 
to inspect the palace in which King Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga were murdered. 

The bedroom, which is furnished in Hm- 
pire style, remains in the same condition 
as when the King and Queen fled from it 
on the approach of the assassins. French 
novels lie on the. King’s table, and the 
Queen's toilet articles, perfumes, and cos- 
metics cover her dressing table. The costly 
silk bed coverings are full of bullet holes, 
the conspirators having shot wildly in all 
directions, through and under the bed, 


chairs, and tables, in the efforts to find 
their victims 

A simple wardrobe room, leading directly 
from the bedroom, was the scene of the 
final act in the drama. The apartment is 
lofty, but scarcely 7 feet wide and 15 tect 
long, and is furnished only with three great 
wardrobes. The officers who attended the 
correspondent showed the latter the blood- 
stained floor at one end of the room, where 
the King and Queen fell, ard the broken 
Venetian shutter at the window, through 
which their bodies were thrown to the 
ground below. A secret stairway leads 
through the floor to rooms in the southern 
end of the palace. By this stairway the 
hapless couple might have attempted (9 
escape, but they were unable to do so be- 
cause the opening to the stairway was cov- 
ered by a heavy chest. Escape, in any 
event, would have been impossible, as the 
soldiers who had surrounded the palace 
were s0 détermined to kill the King and 
Queen that they had even placed cannon 
in front of the building and were prepared 
to destroy it in the event of failure to find 
their ‘ape f 

Each of the three rooms between the ves- 
tibule and the bedchamber showed marks 
of the tragedy. Mirrors were shattered, 
pictures were shot through, and the furni- 
ture was broken. There were bullet hoies 
in the doors and in the oll portraits of the 
King, which were in every room, and most 
of the latter were otherwise mutilated. 

Contrary to the general understandiag, 
but little effort had been made to renovate 
the apartments, except where carpenters 
were making two new doors to replace 
those which had been blown to pieces at 
the time the conspirators forced their way 
into the rooms occupied by the King and 
Queen. 

The royal apartments were simply and 
tastefully furnished, chiefly in riental 
style, and presented a homelike appear- 
ance. The interior of the palace might have 
been that of a country house belonging to 
a P oy erous American. 

he house of the King’s Adjutant, Lasar 
Petrovitch, which was the first attacked, 
is even a greater wreck than the royal 
apartments in the palace. The entrance 
was completely destroyed by dynamite. The 
Adjutant then esca unhurt, but he was 
killed later in the vestibule of the palace. 
A large blood stain marks the spot where 
he died. e 

It was In a bare, whitewashed room of 
the Commandant’s quarters, adjoining the 
palace, that Queen Draga’s two brothers 
were shot while sitting on wooden chairs, 
which bear marks of the bullets. 

The proceedings in the palace to-day showed 
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the same absolute callousness which has 
characterized the actions and demeanor of 
everybody in Belgrade since the tragedy. 
In fact, the ecrrespondent's inspection of 
ihe palace might have been the “ person- 
ally conducted" visit of a tourist to some 
historical spot where a tragedy occurred 
centuries ago. . 

The Servian officers, chattering and Smil- 
ing, led their guest to the different rooms, 
eagerly pointing out the bullet holes, dyna- 
rite marks, and blood stains, and dis- 
piaying the greatest solicitude that none of 
the traces of the slaughter should be over- 
looked. Queen age 2 costly gowns and 
lingerie were overhauled by the rough 
bands of the soldiers when the corresponds: 
ent was in her bedroom, and’ rude ts 
vere made concerning a drawer-full of 
toys, which, it was suggested, were in-< 
tended for the ‘‘ expected heir.”’ f 

The murderers entered the palace from 
the rear. where there ts a large vestibule, 
which looked as though it had beén struck 
by a cyclone. The heavy oak doors and 
massive side columns were. shattered by 
dynamite, and the doors through three 
rcoms leading to the royal bedchamber 
were also forced in a similar manner. Fire 
had been started in two places In the pal- 
ace. 4 

POLICEMEN SAVE PARALYTIC. 


Mrs. Davis Director, who lives on the 
second floor of the five-story flat house at 
460 West One Hundred and Fifty-first 
Street, was carrying an oil lamp last éven- 
ing about 7 o'clock when it fell to the 
floor and exploded. 

Screaming for help she extinguished the 
flames that had spread to her dress, but 
the furniture was ablaze. before her hns- 
band reached her.

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Balfour Now Committed to Policy 
of Tariff Retaliation. 


Debate in Commons Last Night a 
Triumph for the Colonial Secretary 
-" —Conservatives Cheer Him. 


LONDON, June 18—The whole evening 
session of the House of Commons yesterday 
.was occupied with the discussion of a mo- 
tion to adjourn made by the Liberal leader, 
Sig Henry Campbell-Bannerman, in order 
to obtain further light regarding the Gov- 
ernn. t's position on the preferential tar- 
#ff question. The motion was finally re- 
jected bv 252 votes to 132. 

While the Opposition was scarcely more 
successful than heretofore in drawing the 
Government into a discussion on the gen- 
eral scheme of preferential trade within the 
empire,.Premier Balfour and Colonial Sec- 
retary Chamberlain both emphatically de- 
clared that the Government of New Seuth 
Wales was ubder no misapprehension re- 
garding the attitude of the Home Govern- 
ment, and that in fact the Cabinet as a 
whole thoroughly agreed with the senti- 
ments of Vice Admiral Lawson, Governor 
of New South Wales, whose dispatch con- 


corning the attitude of the New South 
ales Government’ was the cause of the 
debate. 

In the afternoon Sir Henry Campbelil- 
Bannerman obtained leave to move the ad- 
journment of the House in order to discuss 
a point arising from the reply which the 
Premier made to Sir Henry in the House 
on June 11. Sir Henry on that occasion 
called attention to the dispatch of Admiral 
Rawson to Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, 
Sepporting the Secretary’s preferential 

¢ proposals and concluding with an ex- 
aargpar] of the satisfaction of the Govern- 

nt of the colony “‘at the declaration by 
the British Government that este self- 
governing colony shall be secured the free 
exercise of its right to enter into closer 
trade rélations with the mother country.” 
The Premier of New South Wales, Sir Hen- 
ay Peineed out, had since telegraphed that 
t “declaration” which he referred to 
Was contained in the speeches of Mr. Bal- 
four and Mr. Chamberlain, and the Liberal 
leader invited the Premier to telegraph to 
the Government of New South Wales “a 
correction of its misapprehension.” 

Mr. Balfour declared that he had nothing 
to withdraw or to modify in the speech re- 
ferred to. The matter was taken up again 
at the evening session, when Mr. Balfour, 
after reading Admiral Lawson's dispatch, 
said that with regard to preferential trade 
the members of the Cabinet were at one 
with the Government of New South Wales 
in desiring a thorough investigation. He 
dcnied emphatically that the Government 
had raised any false hopes in the colonics. 
The only chance whereby the colonies 
might regard their hopes as false would be 
if the Opposition assumed power and car- 
ried out its implied intention to abandon the 
colonies to the trade discrimination of the 
whole world. 

Sir Charles Dilke, having referred to the 
Premier's statement as a moméntous one, 
committing the Government to a policy of 
retaliation, which was a direct step toward 
avowed protection, Mr. Balfour retorted 
that he had not said a word about retalia- 
tion, but he would not shrink from retalia- 
tion if he were satisfied that there was no 
other method. 

Mr. Chamberlain then rose and referred 
to’ Germany’s action toward Canada as a 
proof that there was hostile discriminativn 
vgainst the colonies. He did not blam2 
Germany so long as the British policy was 
tc¢ lie down under that treatment. Then, 
indorsing the Premier’s statement regard- 
ing retaliation, the Colonial Secretary ex- 
pressed his confidence that Germany would 
not compel Great Britain to consider ret=!- 
jatory measures, but said if Germany di.! 
so he would say with Mr. Balfour that it 
was the Government's duty to find a rem- 


y. 

Mr. Chamberlain added that the feeling 
on the subject in_ the colonies was s0 
sirong that he would have neglected his 
office had he failed to bring up the matter 
tefore the British electorate. 

Except as being an attack upon Germany, 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech was a repetition 
in more convinced and forcible terms of 
his previous speeches. He made a great 
point in showing that the mere talk of a 
change in Great Britain’s fiscal policy had 
already produced a change of tone in the 
German newspapers. which no longer talked 
of retaliation, thé object of which, he said, 
“was less to punish Canada than to read 
a lesson to any British colony daring to 
discriminate in favor of the mother coun- 
try.” 

The resuit of the debate is recognized as 
a at personal triumph for Mr. Chamber- 
lain. The intention of the Liberals was to 
drive a wedge between the Colonial Secre- 
tary and the Premier, who has throughout 
endeavored to maintain a non-committal 
attitude toward the preferential tariff pro- 
posals. Instead of attaining this aim, the 
effect of the debate was to drive Mr. Bal- 
four into the Colonial Secretary's arms and 

cally commit the Government to a 
policy of retaliation. 

A feature of the situation was the changed 
attitude of the Conservatives toward Mr. 
Chamberlain. In previous debates on the 
same subject he was treated with a certain 
amount of coolness; last night, on the con- 
trary, he was greeted with ringing cheers 
throughout his speech, and he himself wore 
the brisk and satisfied air of a man fore- 
seeing his triumph. 

Whether Mr. Balfour was equally pleased 
at being forced into the open adoption of the 
Colonial Secretary's policy is doubtful, but 
it is recognized on all sides that Mr. Cham- 
beriain has immensely strengthened his 
position and cut off any retreat from a full 
discussion of his subject.

LONDON, June 18.—The lesson of the 
German elections, says the Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times, is.that the Ger- 
many of industrial progress, of military 
strength and renown, of inordinate naval 
and colonial ambition, is honeycombed 
with unappeasable discontent. It means 
that the workingmen and large sections 
of the middle classes and the petty offi- 
cialis have no part or lot in the policy 
and aims of the Government.

Dr. Barth gets a re-ballot in the 
Koeslin district, with the apparently cer- 
tain prospect of beating the Conservative 
candidate through Socialist assistance. 

Herr Richter must submit to a re-ballot 
in the Hagen district, where the Socialist 
candidate leads by 3,355 votes, but Herr 
Richter will probably win through National 
Liberal and Centrist votes. 

The National Liberals elect five against 
seven members in 1898, end get 56 re-ballots 
against 48 seats which they held. 

The Centre Party apparently holds its 
own.

1898.

Celebration in Chicago Methodist 
Churches—President Praises Cir- 
cuit Riders.

“The Methodist congregations played a 
peculiar part in the pioneer history of our 
country. and it would be hard to overesti- 
mate what we owe to the early circuit rid- 
ers, no less than to their successors.”’ 


NEW ORLEANS SEEKS TRAFFIC.

NEW ORLEANS, June 17.—From the 
present outlook New Orleans will furnish 
the gateway through which the great ma- 
jority of foreign exhibits, destined for the 
World’s Fair in St. Louis, will pass. This 
is true, as a matter of course, in so far as 
the exhibits from Central American coun- 
tries are concerned, and it will be true un- 
less New York wakes up, and her rail- 
rcads take the same step which has already 
been agreed upon by the New Orleans lines.

It is purely speculative to attempt to es- 
timate the extent of the shipments which 
will be made from European countries of 
their products, for exhibition at the 
World's Fair. There will be thousands and 
thousands of tons, though, and with the 
freight rate, where the rail transportation 
in this country is in question, cut in 
half through New Orleans, New Orleahs 
will have all the best of the argument in 
going after the. business. 

Local railroad men believe that New York 
may take some similar step, through her 
railroads, as has been done by New Or. 
leans officials.

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Kroushevan, Anti-Semitic Agitator, 
Attacked in St. Petersburg. 


Assailed by a Party—Wound Not Be- 
lieved to be Mortal—He Is Regard- 
ed as Responsible for the 
Massacre. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 17.—Kroushe- 
van, the notorious Jew-baiter and editor of 
the anti-Semitic organ in Kishineff, Bes- 
sarabetz, the articles in which are believed 
to have been largely responsible for the 
massacre of the Jews in Kishineff, was 
attacked by a party of Jews in the street 
here to-day. 


He was stabbed in the neck by one of the 


Jews, but the wound is not believed to be 
mortal. 


Kroushevan’s assailant was captured, 
and proved to be an ex-student of the 
Polytechnic school at Kieff. 


So far as one man can be said to be 
responsible for the horrors at Kishineff, it 
is the opinion of those best competent to 
judge that Kroushevan is that man. For 
years his paper, Bessarabetz, engaged in 
an anti-Semitic campaign in a district 
where up till then there had been no feel- 
ing against the Jews. After the massacre 
the Jews of Kishineff, in a petition to the 
head of the Russian police, said: 

“ Bessarabetz began a regular and sys- 
tematic baiting of the Jewish population. 
In fact, Jew-baiting became its recognized 
specialty. We could quote articles which 
amounted to a simple call for the extirpa- 
tion of the Jews en masse.’’ The petition 
added that Bessarabetz continued preach- 
ing ‘‘ Death to the Jews” until the mas- 
sacre 

Kroushevan, after the massacre, ad- 
dressed the Jews in Bessarabetz as follows: 


‘Become Christians and our brothers. 
If not, you have one year to go where you 
please. After that time there must not 
remain a single Jew in Russia unless he is 
Christianized, and thereafter entrance to 
Russia will be forbidden to the Jews for- 
ever.” 

Tt is a question, however, whether 
Kroushevan was not, in his anti-Semitic 
campaign, acting as an agent of M. de 
Plehve, the Russian Minister of the In- 
terior. In newspapers all over Europe it 
has been pointed put that Bessarabetz 
would have been suppressed years ago had 
not the Russian officials been in sympathy 
with it. On May 30 Dr. Barth, the Ger- 
man Radical leader, published in his paper, 
The Nation, an unsigned article stated to 
be from the pen of a Russian occupying a 
high position, in which the writer said: 

““M. de Plehve is ne responsible for 
the Kishineff massacre. e is a patron of 
M. ‘Kroushevan, the editor of the anti- 
Semitic paper Bessarabetz, and has even 
granted him a subsidy of 25,000 rubles to 
conduct a second anti-Semitic organ in St. 
Petersburg called the Znamya. M. de 
Plehve desired to increase the subsidy, but 
M. Witte, the Minister of Finance, inter- 
vened. M. Kroushevan then, thanks to M. 
de Piehve's patronage, was enabled to 
draw money from the National Bank with- 
out security.”’ 

The writer asserted that M. Ostragoff, 
the Vice Governor of Bessarabia, was a 
contributor to the Bessarabetz. 

A famous French statesman took a simi- 
lar view. M. Jaurés, the French Socialist 
leader, writing in the Petite République, 
said the Russian Ministers held a meeting 
last December and passed a resolution to 
the effect that the Jews constituted ele- 
ments incompatible with Russian life. and 
consequently dangerous. M. Jaurés added: 

‘The Bessarabians, who have eliminated 
from the life of Russia by violence, pillage, 
and assassination the incompatible ele- 
ments referred to, have only translated into 
acts, perhaps of a somewhat brutal char- 
acter, the idea of the authorities. It is be- 
cause it ‘was in agreement with the views 
of the Government that the anti-Semitic 
jcurnal, Bessarabetz, has been able to in- 
sire a hitherto pacific or gga with the 
fire of a religious fanaticism. The Russian 
censorship has conferred a virtual monop- 
oly at Kishineff upon this savage journal. 
* * * It has been able to exasperate to 
the point of assassination and the intox!- 
cation of pillage and of blood a people 
hitherto peaceful and kindly. It has had 
as an..acecomplice the great Conservative 
organ, the Novoe Vremya, which has also 
given currency to the legend of ritual mur 
der. It is under this sanction and semi- 
official inspiration that the assassins were 
let loose.”’ 

The Aurore of Paris, of which paper M. 
Clémenceau is editor, said: 

“The Kishineff journal which provoked 
he, maagmeres is subventioned by M. de 

enve. 


JEWS BEATEN TO DEATH 
BY POLICE AND COSSACKS. 


Tern Workingmen Said to Have Been 
Killed and a Hundred Wounded at 
_ Lodz, Russian Poland. 


| BERLIN, June 17.—The Tageblatt to-day, 
in mail advices from Lodz, Russian Poland, 
gives an account of disturbances there on 
Monday. 

About 5,000 young Jewish workingmen 
paraded the streets in an orderly manner, 
but as a Socialist demonstration. The 
police, in view of the number of those en- 
gaged, called on the Cossacks for assist- 
ance, and then the police and the Cossacks 
charged the workingmen, beating them with 
the flat of their swords and with their 
fists, mercilessly continuing the beatings 
after a number of the men had been ar- 
rested and were helpless, and further beat- 
ing them when the prisoners had been taken 
into the police station. 

At the police station, according to the 
advices, blood ‘ran in rivulets.’’ 

It is reported that ten young men were 
beaten to death, and that of the 100 who 
were arrested all were seriously wounded, 
Surgeons worked for five hours sewing u 
wounds after the fury of the police had 
been spent. 


THE PRESIDENT AND RUSSIA. 


Mr. Levi Tells of the Conference with 
the B’nai B'rith Committee. 


Leo N. Levi, President of the B'nai B'rith, 
yesterday gave out a statement on the 
conference regarding the treatment of the 
Jews in Russia between the Executive 
Committee of the B'nai B'rith and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Hay on 
Monday. 

“I do not feel at liberty at the present 
time to disclosé all that transpired when 
the Executive Committee of the B'nal 
B'rith was in conference on June 15 with 
Secretary Hay and President Roosevelt,” 
he said. 

“As the result of careful consideration, 
however, it was determined, upon the sug- 
gestion of the President himself, that the 
official account of the conference should be 
given out to the press by the President, 
and should consist of the memorandum and 
draft of a petition to the Czar which 
submitted on behalf of the committee, the 
official responses of the President and the 
Secretary, and that the whole should serve 
for the present as the definition of the of- 
ficial attitude of the President. 

‘Every line of what was given out was 
carefully edited. On my own responsibil- 
ity I say that, in my opinion, the President 
intended what he gave out as a heart-to- 
heart talk with the Emperor of Russia. I 
think, further, that the Russian Ambassa- 
dor so understands it and expected it, I 
was informed, not by any official of our 
Government, of course, that Count Cas- 
sini’s departure for Europe was postponed 
until after the conference on Monday and 
the publication of the views of the Govern. 


ment. 

“We did not ask the President to make 
a direct representation to Russia. Our po- 
sition was fully set forth in the memoran- 
dum which we submitted, and which was 
given to the press by the President along 
with a report of his official remarks. The 
President believes as we do, that he should 
not draw unless he intends to shoot, and 
that a direct note to Russia now would 
violate that maxim. 

“The suggestion of an international con- 
ference aroused discussion of certain inci- 
dents in our own country with which such 
a conference would have to deal. I sug- 
gested that this would prove beneficial, 
and maintained that the American people 
would welcome auy expression from such 
a conference whi would reprobate law-

The President Will Not Discuss the 
Kishineff Affair Further with 
Jewish Delegation. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—Following the 
appearance here of the Executive Council 
of the B'nai B'rith a number of other Jew- 
ish organizations have addressed them- 
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selves to the President and Secretary, Hay 
requesting hearings on the status of the 
Jews in Russia. 

The President, however, after discussing 
the matter with Secretary Hay, has come 
to the conclusion that the ground was com- 
pletely covered at last Monday's confer- 
ence; that he has nothing more to say on 
the subject at this time, and consequently 
that no useful purpose would be served by 
additional hearings. Secretary Hay has 
been charged to make such a reply to the 
Jewish organizations. 

The sd tion prepared by the Council of 
B'nai B'rith has not yet been forwarded to 
the Russian Government. This cannot \be 
done officiajly, and it may be that the pub- 
licity given to the petition will be regarded 
as sufficient to meet the needs of the case.

ured ‘the stage in Carnegie Hall théy found 
that it would have to be widened ten ‘fect 
for’ the 512 graduates, ahd so «ihe plat- 
fcrm’ hal been built out.over ‘the front 
rows .of seats last night.. ‘The young “wo- 
mien, .all-clad in. pure’ white dresses and 
black gowns. that left.the white. showing in 
front, together with “Presidtnt Thomas 

Huntér, President Henry. A: Rogers of the 
Bodra of Education, and about a dozen 
other guests of honor, fiJied all’ the space 
up to'the very edge’ of thé stage: 

*Every seat in the, hall. was filled when 
Dr: Hunter, opéned the programme, which 
consisted ‘of . musical selections,* alternat- 
ing with addresses by the President and 

- Mr: Rogers, and the salutatory and valedic-

CORNELL SCHOOL OF 
FORESTRY SUSPENDED. 


Action Followed Failure of State to Pro- 
vide Means for Its Support. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ITHACA, June 17.—The State College of 
Fcrestry at Cornell was suspended indefi- 
nitely by the Board of Trustees, which met 
to-day. This action was taken because of 
the: failure of the ‘State to appropriate 
means for the support of the college. 

It followed the prosentation of President 
Schurman’s annual report, in the course of 
which, referring to’the action of Gov. Odell 
in vetoing the item in the State Appropria- 
tion biJl providing for the support of the 
college, he said: 

The President believes that the-wishes of the 
State in regard to the Adirondacks tract which 
it has placed in charge of the college should be 
observed as soon as these wishes can be of- 
ficially ascertained. All that the university need 
insist upon is indemnity against liability as- 
sumed as agent of the State in the contract with 
the Brooklyn Cooperage Company. 

If the State, on mature consideration, disap- 
roves of the plan of forestry adopted by Director 
fernow .the uoniversity has no interest in at- 
tempting to force that plan upon the State, how- 
ever excellent it may be -in itself or however 
extensively it. maybe practiced in Europe or 
America. Not a cent of State money has fhured 
to the benefit of Corne}l University, though. the 
State work in forestry has entailed heavy bur- 
dens and anxieties upon the Treasurer, Presi- 
dent, and Trustees. 

It is a hardship to deprive so many students of 
the opportunity of completing their course, and a 
matter of regret that the first college of forestry 
in the United States should be suspended or dis- 
continued, but the action of the State authorities 
seems to give the Trustees no alternative. *

~ TEROY DRESSER’S ABSENCE 


He Is Expected to Return to New 
York To-day. 
Was Been in the Adirondacks, His Coun- 


se! Says—Affairs of the Trust Com- 
pany of the Republic. 


The absence from the city of D. Le Roy 
Dresser, formerly President of the Trust 
Company of the Republic and one of the 
premoters of the United States Shipbuild- 
ing Company, has been giving what is now 
declared to have been needless worry to 
some of the people interested in the affairs 
of these two corporations as well as to some 


others, 

According to Morris J. Hirsch of 68 Will- 
fam Street, attorney for Mr. Dresser, his 
client will in all probability return to the 
city to-day and be present at the special 
meeting of the stockholders of the Trust 
Company of the Republic to-morrow. The 
whereabouts of Mr. Dresser was known to 
only a very few of his friends until yester- 
day, when Mr. Hirsch announced that Mr. 
Dresser was in the Adirondacks. 

“Mr, Dresser,” said Mr. Hirsch, “ has 
been a sick man, and, like any other per- 
son in bad health, he went. to a place 
where he stood a good chance of regaining 
his strength. I expect him back to-mor- 
row, and after I have held a, consulta- 
tion with him I shall probably issue a 
etatement for publication concerning his 
Side of the case in the matter of the Trust 
Company of the Republic.’’ 

A story to the effect that the Vander- 
bilts were interested in the Trust Com- 
pany of the Republic or in the United 
States Shipbuilding Company was denied 
yesterday by C. Pendleton Anderson of the 
law firm of Anderson & Anderson, who 
said: 

**T see statements in the newspapers this 
morning to the effect that I represented 
the Vanderbilts in some claims they had 
against the Trust Company of the Re- 
public, and that Mr. Dresser had interested 
them in that company or in the Shipbuild- 
ing Company. This is absolutely untrue, 
and none of the Vanderbilts has any in- 
terest whatever in the Trust Company of 
the Republic or the Shipbuilding Company, 
nor has had. : fe 

“Ido represent Mr. Harry T. Gause, who 
was President of the: Harlan & Hollings- 
worth Company, and who holds a contract 
with the Trust Company of the Republic 
signed by the Vice President and attested 
by its Secretary under the seal of the com- 
pany, by which the Trust Company of the 

epublic guarantees the sale of his bonds 
and stock at 95 per cent. of the par value 
of the bonds, 68 per cent. of the par value 
of the preferred stock, and 25 per cent. of 
the par value of the common stock, 
brokerage expenses, and guarantees that 
the securities be sold at these prices 

before the 25th day of August, 1903. 

“The eement recites that the Trust 
Company the Republic is interested in 
the securities of the United States Ship- 
building Company and desires that they be 
sold to the best advantage, and this guar- 
antee is given in consideration of an agree- 
ment on Mr. Gauseé‘s part not to dispose of 
these securities in any way previous to that 
time and that he will deposit with the Trust 
Company of the Republic such securities. 

“These securities were some time after 
the execution of this agreement taken to 
the officers of the Trust Company of the 
Republic and offered to them under this 
agreement, and Mr. Gause’s representative 
Was told that the trust company had not 
yet called for the other securities, and that 
when these were wanted he would be noti- 
fied 

“The Trust Company of the Republic 
mow seeks to repudiate this contract on the 
ground that it was executed without knowl- 
edge of the Board of Directors and without 
sufficient authority on the part of the com- 
pany.”’ : 

George C. Bolt of the Reorganization 
Committee of the Trust Company of the 
Republic, with Winthrop E. Scarritt, Presi- 
dent of the company, was in conference 
yesterday morning with James B. Dill, 
counsel for the committee.

It was said, 
however, that the expert accountants who 
have been at work on the company’s books 
would probably file their report to-day.

NAVAL WORK MUST PROCEED. 


Point Taken That No Courts Can Inter- 
fere with Construction of Warships. 


» WASHINGTON, June 17. — Secretary 
Moody had a conference at the Department 
of Justice to-day with Attorney General 
Knox as to the right of the Government to 
proceed with work upon its war vessels re- 
gardless of the interference of any courts 


and even at the expense of calling in Fed- 
eral troops to insure the continuance of the 
work. , 

The case in point is that of the cruiser 
Galveston, at the shipyard of the W. R. 
Trigg Shipbuilding Company of Richmond, 
Va., whose contract for the vessel the 
Government declared forfeited on May 14 
last because of the insolvency of the com- 
pany. ~ 

The principle involved is regarded as vi- 
tally important to the navy. The Attorney 
General will not render his opinion for 
several days. 

The supply creditors of the W. R. Trigg 
Company have notified the Government of 
their intention to appeal to the State courts 
of Virginia for an injunction stopping fur- 
ther work by the Government upon the 
Galveston, which it was intended should be 
launched next Monday. Rear Admiral 
Bowles, Chief Constructor of the Navy, has 
advanced the tontention that no court has 
a right to interfere with Work upon a 
Government warship. 

The Administration is much concerned 
over the probability of delay in the comple- 
tion of the warships under construction by 
the companies of the United States Ship- 
building Company as a result of the fi- 
nafticial troubles of that concern. The 


President is anxious to find some means by, 


which the Government may protect itself 
in case complications arise. t is believed 
that such a means has been found in the 
contention made by Admiral Bowles, which, 
if sustained by the Attorney General, gives 
the Government the power to order Fedg¢ral 
troops to insure the completion of a war 
vessel duly contracted for by the Govern- 
ment.

Further details of the merger of 
the National Bank of Commerce and 
the Western National Bank of the 
United States in New York are con- 
tained in the circulars sent out yesterday 
to the stockholders of the former. bank.

stock 125,000 shares may be used to acquire the 
assets of the Western National Bank, after the 
capital stock of that bank shall have been in- 
creased to $12,500,000 and its net assets shall be 
approximately equal to $5,000,000 over and above 
such increased capital stock and all Habilities; 
and that the residue of such additional capita 
stock, namely, 25,000 shares, shall be offered to 
the shareholders of this bank for subscription to 
the extent of 25 per cent. of their holdings on 
July 25, 1903, at $140 per share. 

In the event of the approval of the increase of 
the capital stock of this bank and of its use as 
above proposed; transferable warrants represent- 
ing shareholders’ rights to subscribe to the !n- 
creased capital stock to the extent of 25 per cent.

The special meeting of the shareholders 
of the National Bank of Commerce will 
probably be held at the office of the bank, 
“1 Nassau Street, at 12 o’clock on Wednes- 
day, Aug. 5, but may be held earlier if the 
Directors should find it advisable, 

The President of the new bank, according 
to the best information obtainable yester- 
day, will probably be Valentine P. Snyder, 
at present President of the Western Na- 
tional Bank. Joseph C, Hendrix, now Pres- 
ident of the National Bank Commerce, 
will remain as a Director. The resolutions 
of the board in this respect contain the fol- 
lowing curious phrase:

FESTIVAL OF ST, CALOGERO. 
Sicilians Begin a Two Days’ Fete— 
Shrine in Elizabeth Street. 


In the Italian colonies yesterday every~- 
bedy was keeping holiday, for this is the 
festival of St. Calogero Eremita of Sciacca. 
June 17 and 18 have been set apart for 
this celebration, and between parades and 
concerts and masses and votive offerings 
at the big shrine in Elizabeth Street, near 
Broome, there is enough excitement for all. 

St. Calogero, who was born in the ninth 
century, went about healing the sick, and 
most e jally those that were afflict- 
ed rheumatism and kindred maladies. 
He was the saint of the lame and halt, and 
now the good Sicilian who recovers from 
such complaint or is thankful to have es- 
caped it, at least once a year on the fes- 
tival day makes his offering at the shrine. 

By reason of this the outdoor shrine in 


Elizabeth Street is the centre of all doings. 
lt stands a full twenty feet high above 
the sidewalk, wonderfully constructed of 
cheesecloth and gold tinsel. In the centre is 
a picture of the saint in the act of healing 
a lame man, and at either side a tinsel urn 
is ready to receive whatever offerings are 
made. In front a three-branched candle- 
stick is flickering and all about are the 
votive candles which some bring with their 
=— or give in lieu of money considera- 
tion. 

About the shrine houses are draped with 
the flags of the old country and the new, 
Galconies are hung with bunting and 
streamers, store windows contain pictures 
like that in the middle of the great shrine, 
and the undertaker’s shop across the street 
has its choicest variety of funeral wares on 
display in its windows and ranged about 
the doorway. 

Yet the undertaker wags one of the mer- 
riest last night when the band of Prof. 
Domenico Clemente played from 8 to mid- 
night on its high stand just beyond his 
door, and of the neighbors who passed the 
time with him as they crowded the narrow 
sidewalks past his door he asked why he 
should not do honor like the rest, with the 
best that he had to show. He did not even 
complain that St. Calogero had hurt his 
business. 

The band shared attention all through the 
evening with the giant candle on the shrine, 
which the brothers Agello, devotees of St. 
Calogero, had made especially for the occa- 
sion. The candle was 18 feet high when it 
was lighted, and was calculated to burn 
from noon yesterday all through the re- 
mainder of the festival and perhaps longer. 
It was by far the most wonderful candle 
that had ever been seen in Elizabeth Street.

COLORADO FUEL’S. WEAKNESS. 


Renewed Selling Depresses Stock and 
Bonds — Explanations of the 
Company's Position. 


There was renewed selling yesterday of 
the securities of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company, the stock breaking at one 
time to 59 and the convertible bonds to 76. 
The selling was based on the difficulty in 
which the company found itself on Tues- 
day, when it was pressed for the payment 
of $600,000 in notes. 

According to the statement made by @ 
high official of the company, the difficulty 
was due to the delay encountered in the 
building of the company’s new works, 
which have been under construction for a 
long time, but have not yet begun to con- 
tribute to the earnings of the company. 
He said that the company had something 
of a floating indebtedness which might 


cause it some little honspcunsy trouble, but 
there was ee in the situation which 
would warrant the belief that there was 
anything serious the matter. The interests 
back of the company were large enough to 
take care of it. 

At the same time this official admitted 
that he had been too busy to pay much at- 
tention to the management of the company, 
which, he said, was entirely in the hands 
of the President, C. Osgood, 

A similar stai.oent was credited to 
George Gould, who was supposed to have 
a heavy interest in the company, and these 
statements caused not a little wonder in 
Wall Street. The statement was printed 
by one of the news bureaus, which claimed 
that it was based on authority; that the 
strong interests which had bought into the 
property some time ago desired to get con- 
trol, and that they would not furnish means 
to finance the company’s present needs 
unless they were assured of actual control 
and management. 

To these and similar statements the offi- 
cials would make no reply. 8. Phelps, 
Assistant Secretary of the company, would 
only repeat his statement of Tuesday, that 
the company had ample funds to take care 
of all claims against it.

DENVER, June 17.—The people at the 
headquarters of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company are busy denying reports of 
financial trouble. The following statement 
is from an officer who, however, would not 
permit the use of his name:

All sorts of inquiries have 
poured into this office regarding the finan- 
cial condition of the company. To all we 
have replied with just what we said in our 
statement published this morning—that the 
whole occurrence grew out of a misunder- 
standing sogaraing the provision for the 
payment of notes in New York.”

When he was 
seen by a Timms reporter later in the day, 
after he had had long confidential inter- 
views with some of the most prominent 
bankers of the city, he confirmed the bull- 
ish views to which he had given expression 
immediately upon his arrival. 

“ Anything that has happened,” he said, 
“or that is happening now, or that is go- 
ing to happen hereafter has been discount- 
ed by the prices of good securities at this 
time. The trouble with the market was 
that a great many people who had taken 
shares in this, that, and the other under- 
writing syndicate, and who had been called 
upon to take up their share or forfeit the 
money already deposited on account, pre- 


ferred to go down into their strong boxes 
and dig. ont the bargains which they had 
acquired three, four, and five years _ 
With all these securities coming out on the 
market there were of course for a time 
more fellows who wanted to sell than there 
were who wanted to buy, and then prices 
dropped. 

“ But you 
every time there was a seller there was 
also a buyer, and they bought on a scale 
down. I need not tell you who the people 
were that bought, but you can bet that 
they were the men with the ready cash at 
all times. Of course they did not advertise 
with brass bands and calliopes that they 
were out on a shopping tour.

New Yacht Just Over the Line 
_ When Accident Happened. — 


Constitution Beats Columbia 10 Minutes 
and 14 Seconds, Actual Time—Rell- 
| ance Will Race To-morrow.

“The new cup yacht Reliance, which thus 
far in ber career has been singularly fa- 
vorea by fortune in the matter of lucky 
Winds and lack of mishap, met with her 
first accident yesterday. With Constitution 
and Columbia she started in a race on the 
Sound off Larchmont for a trophy offered 
by Commodore Frederick T. Adams of the 
Larchmont Yacht Club, and she had been 
Over the starting line only 2 minutes and 
20 seconds when her topmast went by the 
board, snapping the club, carrying away 
the clubtopsaii, letting the big balloon jib- 
topsail into the water, and putting her out 
of the race. Constitution and Columbia 
both finished, and in thirty miles, or twice 
around a fifteen-mile triangle, Constitu- 
tion defeated Columbia officially 9 minutes 
and 46 seconds. The Belmont boat did not 
get over the starting line until 28 seconds 
after the two-minute handicap gun had 
“been fired, so on actual sailing time Colum- 
bia was beaten by 10 minutes and 14 sec- 
onds.

QUICK REPAIRS TO RELIANCE. 


A balloon jibtopsail had just been set and 
the jib was being taken in to give a better 
G@raught for the other headsails when the 
topmast, broken club, and _ clubtopsail 
tumbled to leeward, the wreckage hanging 
suspended from the point of breakage. The 
balioon jibtopsail went into the water and, 
thanks to the solicitous care which has 
been taken to keep the racer’s sails dry, 
‘Was the first of the sails to get a wetting. 
-—~Capt. Barr quickly threw the yacht up 
into the wind, the dragging sail was hauled 
aboard, and her tender Sunbeam came 
alongside to give assistance. At 2:20 Mr. 
Iselin, the Reliance’s managing owner, 
went ashore in a launch, and from the 
Larchmont Yacht. Club telephoned to the 
Herreshoff shops at Bristol. When he 
landed, he said: “It was fortunate that 
niobody was hurt. We shall be ready to race 
again on Friday.” 

Repairs were made in rapid time. The 
accident happened at exactly 1:49:30, and 
before 6 o’clock the stump of the broken 
topmast had been taken out and a new 
spar which had been stowed away aboard 
the Sunbeam in case of just such an 
emergency, was in place. To-day the yacht 
Will be as fit as ever, and to-morrow she 
will be ready to keep her engagement with 
Constitution and Columbia off Greenwich 
tor the race to be held under the auspices

Although Constitution and Columbia were 
a@ble to make a race of it, interest lagged 
after the withdrawal of Reliance. There 
Was an exciting start, however, and al- 
though Columbia got over the line first, 

ce obtained the advantage of a bet- 
ter position. After the starting gun had 
been fired, Mr. Morgan, on the Columbia 
and Capt. Rhodes on the Constitution, had 
Capt. tr pocketed and backwinded at 
the leeward end of the line. Barr therefore 
let Columbia get over first, but as soon as 
she was clear he luffed Reliance up sharp- 
ly, and managed to get on Columbia's 
Weather quarter, crossing the line 10 sec- 
orndads after the handicap gun and 18 sec- 
ends after Columbia.

Three minutes before the starting signal 
the three yachts were reaching westward, 
the Reliance in the middle, the Columbia 
on her weather bow, and the Constitution on 
her weather quarter. The Columbia about 
this time set her staysail,. but her rivals 
continued to manoeuvre with mainsail and 
jib. It should be borne in mind, however, 
that each had her target clubtopsaill aloft. 
As she set her staysail the Columbia bore 
away to the northward and stood for the 
line. The other two kept yet awhile to. the 
westward, and at 1:44 the Reliance reached 
through the Constitution’s lee. It was plain, 
however, that Rhodes was quite Mor for 
Barr to do that, because he wanted to be 
in a position to wear.ship on his weather 
quarter when the latter turned to head for 
the line. The pressure of time at length 
forced Barr to wear, and Rhodes quickly 
followed suit. Instead, however, of stand- 
ing straight for the line they bore off 
toward the committee boat at the leeward 
end of it. 

The Columbia at the same time, with a 
smart gait, was coming up from the south. 
She might have weared close to the outer 
mark and gone over the line immediately 
after the starting signal, but Mr. Morgan 
preferred to run over nearer to the commit- 
tee boat. The Reliance ‘was heading for the 
leeward end of the line, with the Constitu- 
tion on her weather quarter. Neither of 
them had near as much headway as the 
Columbia. The Columbia rushed up and 
wore close aboard on the weather bow of 
the Reliance, spilling her back wind into 
the headsails of the latter and throwing 
them into a flutter. Then she broke out 
her balloon jibtopsail and went across the 
line on her business. 

Though somewhat staggered, the Reli- 
ance did not lose way. Barr gave her a 
sharp luff, which sent her well to windward 
ot Columbia's wake, and, her headsails 
bursting forth at the same moment, car- 
ried her over the line with a rush. The 
siait was so exciting that it elicited a 
spontaneous burst of applause from the 
spectators on the committee boat and at- 
tendant yachts. The actual times of the 
start were as follows:

The starting time being 1:45 and the 
limit for crossing the line 1.47, the Reliance 
and the Constitution were handicapped re- 
spectively 10 and 28 seconds. The Consti- 
tution slower than her rivals in picking up 
her racing gait, was consequently dropped at 
first. The breeze was only about seven 
knots in strength, but the Reliance put on 
tremendous pace and was gaining per- 
ceptibly on the Columbia, while drawing 
away from the Constitution, when sud- 
denly her clubtopsail flutteder to leeward a 
moment and then toppled over. It seemed 
as if the main preventer backstay had 
parted first, and then the topmast, unable 
to bear the tremendous strain, snapped off 
about six feet above the truck. he new 
boat was a helpless wreck for the time 
being, and of course out of the race. Her 
head was thrown into the wind and the 
crew made a rush aloft to clear the wreck. 

As if without a care for their unfortunate 
antagonist, the Columbia and Constitution 
sped on to the eastward, each determined 
it possible to win the beautiful bronze stat- 
uette offered by Commodofe Adams. The 
breeze behaved in @ most peculiar and ex- 
asperating way. The Columbia had not 
covered two miles of the first leg before 
she ran out of the following wind. The 
Constitution brought up an expiring breath 
and also lost way. However, she had come 
up on even terms with her enemy and was 
so far the gainer. She essayed to pass the 
Columbia to windward, but the latter luffed 
and forced her to luff also. But the contest 
was of short duration. In less than five 
ad the balloons of both yachts fell 
imp. 

At 2 o'clock both yachts had run out cf 
the southwesterly breeze and encountered 
the remainder of the light southeasterly 
wind that prevailed all over the Sound 
during the forenoon. Balloon jib-topsails 
were promptly doused and baby jib-top- 
sails sent = in their place. Balloon stay- 
sails were also exchanged for working stay- 
sails. The Constitution eared ex- 
changed her baby jib-topsail for a small 
reacher, and the Columbia a few minutes 
later followed her example. The Constitu- 
tion also got a little more air and sneaked 
away from her adversary. At 2:16 the Co- 
lumbia caught a southerly streak of air 
that enabled her to head straight on her 
course, while the Constitution, a quarter of 
a mile ahead, was close-hauled on the port 
tack with the wind nearly due east. 

Under such conditions the art of sailing 
searcely entered into the race. The ad- 
vantage went with the luck. Before com- 
ing up with the Constitution the Columbia 
out of the southerly streak she had 
found. Both yachts now headed at right 
angles to their course for Mattinnecock 
Point on the Long Island shore. The Co- 
lumbia had shifted her small reaching jib- 
topsail for one of medium size. There was 
a ruffle of air upon the water close to the 
south shore, and the yachts were strain- 
ing every effort to reach it. That air was 
southerly, and it was fanning along an 
eastward bound fleet of coasting schooners 
at a provoking rate. When the first breath 
of that air struck the Columbia it knocked 
her head off to the westward, and she was 
so long in getting back on her course that 
many spectators supposed she had aban- 
doned the race and headed for home in 
Hempstead Habor. When she was finally 
pointing her bowsprit In the right direction 
the Constitution was nearly a mile nearer 
the first mark. Nevertheless the old boat 
was not yet out of the race. She took on 
at once and commenced an 
This was at 2:30, 
Five minutes later the Constitution was 
almost becalmed. She. was then on the 
port tack, standing southward toward Mat- 
tinnecock Point. 

The Columbia, with boom to port and lift- 
ed sheets, was coming up fast, carrying a 
conspicuous bone in her teeth. At 2:40 she 
cressed the Constitution’s bows, and took 
the lead. She carried the wind about half 
a mile further, and then ran out of it. The 
Ccnstitution meanwhile picked up _ the 
breeze the Columbia had brought, and her- 
self gave an exhibition spurt. It soon be- 
came apparent that she was recovering her 
lest ground, and at 2:49 passed the Colum- 
bia to windward, and for the second time 
went to the front. The yachts were now 
sailing in the ruck of the coasting schoon- 
ers already referred to, and the manner 
in which their sails towered above those 
toilers of the sea made them look insignifi- 
cant indeed. 

The alternations of luck, already sur- 
prising, were not yet at an end. The Co- 
lumbia becalmed and left behind in plain 
sight of the mark seemed out of the race. 
But just then she caught another streak 
of southerly air that set her moving with 
renewed life, while the Constitution’s head- 
sails collapsed. With this help she once 
more ran up on the Constitution’s weather 
quarter, and resumed a place in the race. 
If Mr. Morgan had not now made a mis- 
take he would in all probability have won 
the victory. The wind suddenly shifted 
more to the south, and Capt. Rhodes, quick 
to take advantage of it, eased his sheets 
until his boom was broad off to port. The 
Constitution at once felt the impulse and 
began to move. Mr. Morgan kept his sheets 
almost flat, and let his adversary run away 
from him. Instead of being first at the 
mark, as he could easily have been had 
he followed Rhodes’s cue, he was a bad 
second. The yachts rounded the mark as 
follows:

ACCIDENT DELAYS 
SHAMROCK lil. 


Challenger Dry Docked, but Blocks Do 
Not Fit and She Is Again Floated. 


What might have proved a serious acci- 
dent to Sir Thomas Lipton’s cup hunter, 
Shamrock III., occurred yesterday aftcr- 
noon, when she was floated into the big 
Boston Dry Dock, at Erie Basin. The cause 
of the trouble was a defective plan of the 
underbody of the new yacht that was given 
to Capt. McGilvery, who had charge of the 
work. 

As soon as the error was discovered the 
pumps that were emptying the dock were 
stopped, the sluices opened, and the chal- 
lenger was again water-borne and quickly 
floated out into the open basin. The yacht 
sustained no damage and will be warped 
into the dock again to-day at high water, 
the position of the faulty keel blocks hav- 
ing been altered in the meantime. 


The Old Dominion liner Hamilton, which 
has occupied the berth in the large dock, 
was floated out shortly after 8 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, the pontoon was then 
closed and the water pumped out, after 
which the keel blocks for both the Lipton 
racers were fastened in place and the big 
basin again flooded. At noon the pontoon 
was swung outward and the first Shamrock 
was warped into the basin and braced di- 
rectly over the blocks placed for her. 

The challenger followed, shores were 
placed in position, and the great pumps 
started. At the time the yachts were in 
position there were twenty-three feet of 
water in the dock. Scarcely three feet of 
this had been pumped out when the bow 
of the new yacht began'to sag noticeably. 
The pumps were stopped at once, and an 
examination disclosed the fact that the for- 
ward end of the fin was not resting on the 
keel blocks. Orders were given immediately 
to open the sluices and flood the yachts 
out into the open until a correct plan of 
the fin of the new challenger could be 
made. The yachts were warped out of the 
basin shortly after 3 o'clock. 

The racing mast and topmast of the chal- 
lenger of four years ago were stepped and 
the standing rigging set up when she was 
floated in the dock, but the Shamrock LUI. 
was equipped only with her racing topmast 
and will not have her other racing spars 
set up until after her underbody is scrubbed 
and polished. 

At Sir Thomas Lipton’s office yesterday 
afternoon it was said that the diagrams of 
the underbody of the new Shamrock were 
the same as were used on the other side of 
the Atlantic and were drawn up by William 
Fit, Jr., the designer of the yacht. 


CUP FOR THE SHAMROCKS. 


Atlantic Yacht Ciub Offers Trophy for 
Race on July 4—May Be Declined. 


The Atlantic Yacht Club, through its Sec- 
retary, Louis F. Jackson, has offered a cup 
for a contest between Shamrocks I. and 


III., to be sailed on July 4. The course se- 
lected for the race was from Sandy Hook 
lightship to and around Fire Island light 
vessel, and return, a distance of about 
sixty miles. Mr. Davies cabled the offer 
to Sir Thomas, who replied:

SUBURLAN IS RUN TO-DAY 


Twenty-one Horses Named to 
Start. for Famous Handicap. 


Race WII Be Worth $20,290 and Prom- 
ises a Great Contest—A Record- 
Breaking Crowd Expected. 


The oldest, richest, and most popular of 
the great handicaps for horses of mature 
age on the metropolitan turf, the twentieth 
race for the Suburban Handicap, will be 
run this afternoon at the opening of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club’s June meeting 
on the Sheepshead Bay race track. Never 
in the. years of its history -has the great 
turf event failed to attract a huge attend- 
arice, but in this year of extraordinary pros- 
perity for racing affairs even greater things 
have been anticipated, and in the hope of 
fair weather the officers of the Coney Isl- 
and Club have made all necessary arrange- 
ments for the accommodation of such @ 
crowd as was never seen on a New York 
race course before. 

The promise of the weather is not of the 
best, and even should the damp succomb 
to the sun to-day, there still is a strong 
probability that the twentieth Suburban 
will be run on a dead and slow track. 

Where the race was talked of last night 
the most fancied horses were E. R. 
Thomas's Hermis, the Winter favorite for 
the race; W, C, Whitney’s colt Goldsmith, 


who within a week or so has displaced 
Hermis as favorite; H. P. Whitney and H, 
B. Duryea’s Irish Lad, winner of the 
Brooklyn Handicap. who races in the name 
of the Westbury Stable; Andrew Miller and 
W. B. Leeds’s Major Daingerfield, who 
now also is at a short price in the quota- 
tions on the race; W. 8. Fanshawe's Heno, 
and Deimel and Dwyer’s fast colt African- 
der, who, with Irish Lad, must take up a 
big penalty and in the race concede a great 
amount o weeny according to the scale to 
the majority of the horses running. 

In all, twenty-one horses have been named 
over night to run for the big race, which, 
with that number of starters, will be worth 
a gross sum of $20,200, or nearly as much as 
the race was worth in the most prosperous 
days of the turf under the old order of af- 
fairs when the Suburban was a stake with 
a value of $25,000 guaranteed. The horses 
named to start include about all the best 
that the season’s racing up to date has 
brought into prominence, and in the opin- 
fon of the expert racing men the con- 
test, viewed from any standpoint, is about 
the most open Suburban in the hfs- 
tory of the race. Though Goldsmith and 
Hermis were equal favorites in the bet- 
ting last night, with the Thomas entry 
gaining suppeet steadily, there was quite a 
difference of opinion among the betting men 
as to which of the two would be the actual 
choice to-day. Last night 3 to 1 could be 
obtained against either, while layers of odtis 
were shy about going to long prices against 
any of the half dozen horses that have been 
most talked about. 

Until the entries were announced there 
had been some doubt as to whether Mr. 
Thomas would start his sixty-thousand-dol- 
lar horse Hermis, because of his disappoint- 
ment over the four-year-old’s defeats in 
races at Gravesend, but all doubt seemed to 
be dispelled when at the Gravesend track 
yesterday afternoon it was announced that 

r. Thomas had decided that Hermis should 
run and in order to secure the jockey who 
seems to handle him to the best advantage, 
had purchased from L. V. Bell, the for- 
mer owner of Hermis, the contract for 
the services of Jockey Rice, who last 
season rode Hermis in. most of his import- 
ant victories. To get Rice, it was said that 
Mr. Thomas had to buy a contract with 
the rider for three years, valued by Mr. 
Bell at $5,000 a year, or $15,000 in 
all,. The sale was made, however, and it 
was settled that Rice shall ride Hermis 
this afternoon, while the further arrange- 
ment was made that directly after the race 
Hermis shall be transfer from the care 
of J. H. McCormick, who has trained him 
up to date, into the keeping and manage- 
ment of William Karrick, whom z. 
Thomas engaged as trainer of the other 
horses of his stable several weeks ago. 

Aside from the attractions of the most 

popular race of the Spring season, there is 
every indication that the fashionable ele- 
ment will make the event the occasion of 
society's last racing holiday of the Spring.

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TRE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 

Elections in Germany by no means ex- 
cite the interest that they would do in 
_tountries in which, to repeat Mr. GLap- 
&TONB’s famous expression, “ Freedom is 
familiar, indigenous and full grown,” and 
in which the Legislature really is the law- 
making body. The Reichstag has no 
power of initiative. Its one substantial 
power is the power of the purse; and 
even this is hampered. Accordingly, it 
is no wonder that something like a third 
of the German electorate does not take 
the trouble to use its privilege. In fact, 
the greatest political activity in Germany 
8eems to be among the Social Democrats. 
It was expected that they would make 
@ gain in their representation. Ten or a 
dozen seats more than they held in the 
last Reichstag were conceded to them by 
well-informed political observers. But it 
‘Was not thought possible that they should 
get more. The gain of fifteen which 
they have unquestionably made has, 
therefore, an effect that may really be 
called portentous. 

It becomes the more portentous when 
We recognize under what disadvantages 
they labor. By some kind of German 
gerrymander, the representation is so ar- 
ranged that it takes them over twice as 
many votes to elect a Deputy as it takes 
their competitors. With a popular vote 
of over two millions the Social Demo- 
crats had, in the last Reichstag, 56 
seats, while the Centrists had 110 to a 
vote of a million and a half, and the Con- 
servatives 54 seats to less than a million 
votes. The influence of the Government is, 
of course, cast entirely against them. The 
Emperor never mentions them except to 
insult them, and is in the habit of de- 
nouncing them as “ bad Germans,” which 
is to him the very worst of obloquies. 
His opposition seems almost comic, in 
view of the fact that his own “ paternai- 
ism” has so many of the characteristics 
of the State Socialism which they seek. 
But the contradiction is only apparent. 
In the first place, a warm desire to en- 
force his kind and degree of socialism is 
perfectly compatible with a violent ob- 
jection to having anybody else undertake 
to introduce any kind or degree of it. 
In the next place, the Social Democrats 
are inflexibly opposed both to the in- 
crease of the military and naval budgets, 
which are as the applies of the imperial 
eye, and to the tariffs, by which he has 
endeavored to purchase Agrarian support 
in the Reichstag. 

The programme of the Social Demo- 
crats is very mild, and has little to re- 
mind us of the typical Buropean “ Red,” 
much less of the militant Anarchist. It 
demands the rejection of the Govern- 
ment, or Agrarian, tariff, it demands 
more direct and less indirect taxation, 
it calls for ‘‘ fredom of association,’’ and, 
finally, it aims to introduce “ the Social- 
ist order, based on common ownership 
of the means of production, and on the 
obligation to labor binding on all mem- 
bers of the community.” 

But of course the tariff is the burning 
question, and it is upon that that the 
Social Democrats have made their gain. 
As might be expected, that gain has been 
made mainly in the manufacturing cen- 
tres, where we can be pretty sure that 
it is secretly if not openly approved by 
the employers as well as by the work- 
men. It is a fight between the manufact- 
uring and the landed interests on the 
one side for untaxed food, and on the 
other for food made artificially dear by 
taxes. It is the same contest that was 
fought in England sixty years ago. But 
Germany in 1903 is a far more developed 
manufacturing country than England 
was in 1843. If Germany were now as 
politically developed a country as Eng- 
land was then, the contest’ would be 
settled in favor of the industria) interests 
in far less time than it took to repeal the 
corn laws. But it is consolatory to 
think that nothing could tend more 
powerfully to promote the political mod- 
ernization of Germany as such a contest 
on so Vital an issue as is going on there, 
and as the modernizing element is wag- 
ing with increasing success. We may be 
sure that the contest will be fought to a 
finish. But why should we predict a 
speedy and final settlement of the ques- 
tion for Germany, when the settlement 
of it that was arrived at in England, 
and that for sixty years has been ac- 
cepted as final by all Englishmen, is sud- 
denly assailed by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, who 
declares that “imperial interests” de- 
mand that it shall be unsettled, and the 
question reopened ? 


COTTON. 

New England is not usually an ex- 
porter of cotton in the bale. The mills 
of Fall River, Lowell, and Manchester 
are among the chief domestic consumers 
of the staple, and in normal conditions 
Create a market demand which takes a 
large part of the cotton grown by South- 
ern planters. 

Just now the stream has turned the 
Otter way and is flowing toward its 


have made contracts to supply Southern 
mills find themselves in a bad situation. 
They have, therefore, sent their bids to 
the New England mills, and these are so 
inviting that some cotton drawn from 
the stock laid in by those mills at lower 
Prices is actually going back to the 
South to be manufactured there. A 
Boston dispatch yesterday reported the 
shipment of 8,000 bales from the Tre- 
mont and Suffolk Mills in Lowel] to New 
Orleans. The Nashiia and Jackson Mills 
of Nashua, N. H., have received South- 
ern offers which they declined. Those 
companies now have gufficient raw cot- 
ton to keep their mills in operation until 
next Spring. We think they have shown 
good judgment in declining to sell their 
cotton, The high prices now prevailing 
will probably not continue until next 
Spring, and the quotations for manu- 
factured goods will undergo a propor- 
tionate diminution, But mill owners 
who keep the cotton they have bought at 
lower prices will be able to keep their 
factories in operation, to give employ- 
ment to labor, and to keep goods in the 
market bearing their brands and trade- 
marks. In the long run they will not be 
losers. 

The Atlanta cotton mills have shut 
down on account of the prohibitory price 
of the staple. The Enterprise Mill of 
Augusta is also closed, and managers ot 
mils at Macon and Columbus are con- 
sidering the question of closing down. 
This involves loss of work and of in- 
come for several thousand operatives, 
and probably loss of dividends to stock- 
holders. 

The present speculative manipulation 
of the cotton market involves more se- 
rious things than these, however. It 
checks the buying for foreign markets of 
our chief export staple. Our exports are 
diminishing, our imports are increasing. 
The consequence is that exchange is 
high and gold is sent abroad for settle- 
ments which in the present low condi- 
tion of our money supply it would be 
much more convenient and better all 
arcund to meet with other commodities, 
the products of our soil and industry. A 
speculation which causes loss only to the 
immediate parties to the “‘ gamble’’ may 
be viewed with complacency. The rush- 
ing up of cotton prices is a public in- 
jury. It inflicts loss upon domestic 
manufacturers, it deranges the currents 
of our foreign trade, and by prompting 
foreign buyers to. seek elsewhere for 
their supply it has a tendency to do per- 
manent harm by lessening the demand 
for our chief agricultural staple. The 
Dingley tariff tends continually to shut 
us out of foreign markets or to make it 
exceedingly difficult forus to enter them. 
If now reckless speculation drives away 
foreign buyers we shall presently be in a 
situation to cause anxiety. 


BUILDING TRADES ARBITRATION 

In view of the fact that building opera- 
tions are now wholly suspended in New 
York and that large numbers of men are 
involuntarily idle pending a decision cn 
the part of the unions whether they will 
accept the plan of arbitration in labor 
disputes proposed by the Employers’ 
Association, the statement made on what 
would appear to be good authority that 
probably not 40 per cent. of the mechan- 
ics interested had read the arbitration 
pian or knew its provisions is calculated 
to excite surprise. The importance of 
the interests involved makes it extremely 
necessary that the proposition of the 
employers shall be kept prominently be- 
the men to whom it is addressed, 
that they should consider it thought- 
fully, understand it fully, and act upon 
it without unnecessary delay, either by 
accepting it or proposing a practicable 
modification of the plan, to the end that 
the dead-lock may be terminated and 
building operations resumed. If it comes 
to a question of mere endurance, the em- 
ployers can hold out longer than the 
men. and with less inconvenience. Hence 
t is desirable that an agreement on a 
working basis shall be reached as soon 
as possible, and that the proposition rel- 
ative to arbitration which stands in tho 
position of ‘“‘the only motion before the 
meeting’’ shall be considered and de- 
cided. Until this is done no business can 
be transacted. 4 

The plan of arbitration offered by the 
employers provides for a Board of Arbi- 
tration for each trade, by which all dis- 
putes relating to that trade shall be ad- 
justed and settled. But it further pro- 
vides for a “higher court or General 
Arbitration Board,” for the settlement 
of ajl disputes in the building trades be- 
tween employers and employed. Each 
association among the employers and 
each union among the employed shall 
choose two arbitrators for six months, 
the representatives of the workmen to 
be actually in the employ of one of the 
employers, and not to be business agents 
or employés of members of any ‘‘ Central 
Board” of employés. From this body of 
arbitrators two from each side shall con- 
stitute a court of appeal. No union shal! 
strike nor any body of men quit work 
nor shall any employer order a lock-out, 
before the occasion of dispute has been 
‘brought before the General Arbitration 
Beard, Appeals lle to this body in cases 
where the Arbitration Boards of the 
several trades are unable to adjust dir- 
ferences. In case of a dead-lock in the 
Arbitration Board the dispute shall be 
settled by the casting vote of an umpire 
to be selected before the case is opened. 
Any employer or any union may choose 
any arbitrator for his or its own case 
from the General Board, but no member 
of the board can act in a question af- 
fecting his own trade. The arbitrators 
oa the part of the unions are to be guar- 
anteed re-employment when their spe- 
cial duties as arbitrators are over in any 
case, and the Secretary of the General 
Board is to be a paid official. This is a 
fair and businessiike proposition, and 
would establish a basis upon which dit- 
ferences could be adjusted with justice 
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to the wage earners and with protection 
to the employers, It safeguards the in- 
terests of both, The Hmployers’ Asso- 
claion becomes responsible for the action 
of its members toward labor, and the 
unions become responsible for the be- 
havior of their members toward employ- 
ers. This is as it should be. That it 
eliminates the walking delegate, by 
whatever name known, and puts an end 
to the arbitrary ordering of strikes with- 
out consideration and without notice 
should not be counted an objection, es- 
pecially in view of the evidence lately 
brought to the public knowledge of the 
use made of this power for blackmailing 
purposes, 

These are matters concerning vw: .'ch 
the independent American workman 
should have views and information of 
his own, and in which he should not 
think and act as instructed by his union 
leaders, who may have private interests 
to be served by misleading their follow- 
ing. Under such a system of arbitration 
the paralysis of the building trades 
would be impossible, and the orderly 
conduct of the affairs of the unions for 
the greatest good of the membership 
would call for a very different class of 
men from those who brought about that 
paralysis. 


THE DISGRACE OF KENTUCKY. 

It is evident that a republican form of 
Government does not exist in Breathitt 
County, Ky. Civil authority, represented 
in the person of the Sheriff, has broken 
down. Martial law was proclaimed and 
a company of militia went into camp at 
Jackson, This, however, was an inade- 
quate provision for the public peace and 
safety, as Was demonstrated by the burn- 
ing of Capt. Ewen’s hotel. The judiciary 
department, represented by Judge RrEp- 
WINB, is in a state of collapse. It makes 
the worst show of all. Judge REDWINE 
Sat upon the bench on Wednesday and 
permitted a witness freely to exhibit the 
utmost contempt for him and for his 
court. Dispatches say that he was “‘ em- 
barrassed'"’ by his relations to the wit- 
ness and by his candidacy for re-election. 

The supreme power in Breathitt seems 
to be vested in one Judge Harais. He 
was the witness wie insulted Judge Rep- 
WINE and overawed the court on Wed- 
nesday, as he appears successfully to 
overawe the community in general. There 
was a murder in Breathitt some time 
ago. One Marcum was killed in the 
Court House doorway. Capt. Ewen tes- 
tified the other day that he saw Mr. 
Jetr shoot MaRcuM, and empty a sec- 
ond barrel into his prostrate body. For 
giving this testimony Capt. Ewen was 
punished by having his hotel burned 
within twenty-four hours. CRAWFORD 


and THoRP, who happened to be team- 


sters for Judge HARaIs, were arrested as 
the incendiaries, but the Grand Jury re- 
turned no indictment against them. 
Judge Harats testifies that although he 
was looking hard at the Court House 
door at the moment of the murder he 
did not see the assassin, and he knows 
from the way Capt. Ewen jumped out 
of the doorway without turning around 
that he could not have seen him. It does 
not appear that the question was asked 
why Judge HarGis was looking so in- 
tently at the Court House door at the 
moment of the assassination. But what- 
ever his purpose, it is plain that he did 
not see anything he did not want to see, 
or at least will not admit that he did. 

Judge HarGis behaved and talked like 
a bully and a ruffian while on the wit- 
ness stand. The nerveless and pusillani- 
mous Judge never rebuked him, and no- 
body had the courage to face and defy 
him save only the Commonwealth At- 
torney, Mr. Byrp. The attorneys for the 
defense, by the way, are paid by Judge 
Harais, whose connection with the trag- 
edy from beginning to end is curious, and 
in most communities would be made the 
subject of an inquiry which it would 
probably be unsafe to prosecute in 
Breathitt County. 

All of this is so disgraceful to the State 
of Kentucky that the Governor of that 
Commonwealth, putting aside all other 
business and excuses, should give his en- 
tire and stern attention to the state of 
affairs in Breathitt County until the 
reign of law and respect for law are 
there restored. The Kentucky “ feud” 
is a thing so detestable that a Governor 
who should with Gatling guns proceed 
to put an end to civil disturbance by 
annihilating all parties to the contro- 
versy would find a rough general justi- 
fication for his procedure in the approval 
of right-thinking men everywhere, That, 
however, is not the way to proceed. The 
Governor of Kentucky has under his au- 
thority sufficient military force to teach 
the obstreperous Judge Harais his place 
in this Republic and to restrain the law- 
lessness of HARGIs’s men. With the aid 
of the Legislature he has the power to 
cause Judge REDWINE to step down from 
the bench which he appears to be un- 
worthy to occupy and to take other 
measures necessary for the ends of jus- 
tice. Capt. Ewen’s family is leaving 
Breathitt County—in secrecy, because of 
fear of assassination. That is not a situ- 
ation which ought to exist anywhere in 
the United States, and cannot exist with- 
out exposing those responsible for it to 
reproach and public odium. The Govern- 
or of Kentucky appears to be the person 
responsible for the way things are per- 
mitted to go on in Breathitt County.

RAPID TRANSIT FOR THE BRONX. 

Mayor Low seems to have misunder- 
stood the proposition to establish a con- 
nection between the elevated and under- 
ground systems of rapid transit at One 
Hundred and Forty-ninth Street. He 
now appreciates that it is of large public 
advantage to have this connection made, 
and his appreciation may be due to the 
entire readiness of the proposers to with- 
draw their proposition if it encountersd 
official opposition, | The facts are briefly 
these: The Interborough Company pro- 


poses to carry passengers over the Man- 
hattan lines and through the subway for 
one fare, In the Bronx, from One Hun- 
dred and Forty-ninth Street to Bronx 
Park, the subway emerges from the 
ground and becomes an elevated struc- 
ture. On this section the foundations 
for the columns have been laid, andthe 
superstructure could be completed in four 
or five months. At One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth Street and Third Avenue the 
Bronx section of the subway goes under 
ground again, through a block bounded 
by Westchester Avenue, Bergen Avenue, 
Brook Avenue, and Gerard Street, the 
right of way through which cannot, be 
obtained until after July 13. At this 
point the lines of the elevated road are 
just two blocks away on Third Avenue. 
If the right to construct elevated. tracks 
on the blocks of Westchester Avenue is 
given, the people of the Bronx will in 
less than half a year have rapid transit 
facilities from Bronx Park over the part 
of the Interborough system to One Hun- 
dred and Forty-ninth Street, and thence 
over the Second or Third Avenue line 
to City Hall and South Ferry, for one 
5 cent fare. 

Bronx Park is now comparatively in- 
accessible. To reach it from Manhattan 
costs 8 cents in fares. Only a small frac- 
tion of the people who would enjoy its 
beauties know how to reach it conven- 
iently, or make the attempt. It is, how- 
ever, one of the finest parks on the 
American continent, and should be more 
used than it is. More important, how- 
ever, is the upbuilding of the Bronx Bor- 
ough by the provision of ample rapid 
transit facilities in the least practicable 
time. This will be accomplished by the 
building of the connecting link between 
the two systems at One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth Street. Mr. WILLIAM BaRCLAY 
Parsons, in a report to the Rapid Transit 
Commission, says: ‘Such an arrange- 
ment would confer a great benefit on the 
traveling public as presenting the quick- 
est means of obtaining immediate relief.” 
Mayor Low seems to have come to this 
view of the matter, and the connection 
will undoubtedly be authorized by the 
Rapid Transit Commission at its next 
meeting. 


FUNDS FOR A WORTHY PURPOSE. 

An appeal to which the public response 
should be prompt and generous Is made 
by Capt. Norton Gopparp, President of 
the Anti-Policy Society, in behalf of the 
family of CnHarLes S. MacFaRLANE, who 
was murdered in the Criminal Courts 
Building this week by the negro policy 
runner Spencer. Mr. MacFaRLANE Was 
killed actually and literally in the per- 
formance of his duty as Superintendent 
of the Anti-Policy Society. Capt. Gop- 
DARD states in his letter which we pub- 
lished yesterday that he had labored 
with all his ability and energy for the 
suppression of policy, and had put his 
heart into his work. He served the cause 
“with an enthusiasm and a loyalty for 
which money can never be an equiva- 
lent.” SPENCER was about to be tried 
for a violation of the anti-policy law, 
and Mr. MacFARLANE was to testify 
against him. He was shot down almost 
at the door of the courtroom. It was a 
murder of shocking atrocity, and one 
that was directly attributable to the 
spirit of contempt for law which has 
been engendered in the minds of policy 
criminals through the long irmunity 
from arrest and prosecution of their 
“King,” At ADAMS, who Is now at last 
in Sing Sing. 

The victim of this murder leaves a 
family without means of support. Funds 
are required for their relief.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Is it a fact that a letter of commend- 
ation from a clergyman is of no assistance 
nowadays to a young man seeking employ- 
ment? It used to be, according to all ac- 
counts and some memories, but the trade 
paper Blectricity warns applicants for po- 
sitions in the industrial or commercial 
world that at present what the employer 
wants to know about them is the extent of 
their theoretical knowledge and of their 
practical experience, and the opinion of 
their abilities held by those for whom they 
have previously worked. After telling about 
@ young man In search of “an opening in 
the electrical line,"’ who, when asked if he 
had a letter from a man for whom he had 
done a considerable amount of wiring, said 
he had not, but proudly showed one from 
a minister, saying that the bearer had at- 
tended his church and was of good moral 
character, Electricity continues: ‘‘A line 
from the man for whom the lad worked, 
saying that he was a neat, speedy wire- 
man, would have gone far toward getting 
the young man a position. The minister's 
letter was all right in its way, but did not 
contain the information desired. You ask 
if an applicant for work can perform cer- 
tain duties and you are told in reply that 
his moral character is good. You are glad 
to know it, but it is not a reply to the 
question asked, Let a young man seeking 
a position get letters from those for whom 
he has worked, whether it was sawing 
wood or running a dynamo, and omit the 
Sunday school letters, unless he played the 
organ and is seeking a position as organist 
or in the choir.” All this ts calculated to 
shock some very good people, and to make 
them exclaim over the wickedness of the 
times, but there is nothing really dreadful 
about it, and probably it doesn't even indl- 
cate any particular change in customs. 
Perhaps it hints at an improvement over 
the past in the way of a more general tend- 
ency to take good character for granted in 
a man looking for work, and to be doubtful 
only as to his capacity for doing it—a doubt 
more common now than formerly because 
at present every worker must be something 
of a specialist, while once almost everybody 
could do almost everything more or less 
well, 


——Just as the landslide in British Colum- 
bia brought to light a lot of very queer 
geology, so the “cloudburst”’ in Oregon 
has set people to talking about meteorology 
in a way to make the judicious grieve, For 
instance, Mr. N. I. Tooker, who happened 
to be in Heppner when the flood came and 
had watched the little storm that produced 
it, told in the interview which we pub- 
lished yesterday of a black cloud over the 
hills and of the fierce thunder and light- 
ning that preceded the rush of waters. So 
far Mr, Tooker was undoubtedly correct, 
for he was recounting only what he saw, 
but the moment he began to theorize he 


went lamentably astray. “It was undoubt-! 


edly,” he said, “the last heavy crash of 
lightning that caused the water to fall in 
such an immense body.” Undoubtedly it 
wasn't. Lightning does not cause, but is 
caused by, the condensation of aqueous 
vapor into rain and of small rain drops into 
large ones. ‘The accepted theory is very 
simple. When two drops become one, the 
Superficial area they had before is de- 
creased, and to exactly that extent the ten- 
sion of their united electrical charge is in- 
creased, When this process has continued 
long enough, and rapidly enough, the light- 
ning flash restores the equilibrium, but 
upon the process itself it is not known to 
have any effect whatever. Mr, TookpR got 
his cart before his horse, or at least his 
“Iightning crash” before his ‘ immense 
body '’--which, also, was a creation of his 
imagination, so far as its fall from the 
clouds was concerned. 


~——First of the many papers that we ex- 
pect to see rushing to defend from our at- 
tack the youth who bore the banner with 
the strange device is The Utica Observer— 
end The Observer’s rush is nothing more 
than a mild trot, so we're not much 
alarmed—yet, It defends with about equal 
energy the poem “ Excelsior ’’ and the pack- 
ing material known by that name, so it 
looks as if we were safe, despite the irrev~ 
erent words we set down about a string of 
verses that have long been generally’ ac- 
cepted as teaching something or other—no- 
body seems to have thought to ask what— 
that is very important and virtuous. After 
declaring that we criticised the poem with 
“surprising savagery,’’ The Observer goes 
on to remark, concerning the name for Mr. 
CHARLES SPRAGUE SmitH’s temple of popu- 
lar oratory and acting, that ‘ our [its] ob- 
jection to * Excelsior Hall’ is that it was 
the name of an old dance house in New 
York City, That would be sufficient to 
cause its rejection without attacking HENRY 
W. LONGFELLOw, or even, the stuffing and 
packing material to which THe Times al- 
ludes.”” That, now, is reassuringly mild, 
and until The Observer or some other paper 
comes forward with a few scraps of evi- 
dence or proof that it is admirable to carry 
a flag up a hill on a stormy night, when 
there is nothing doing at the top, we will 
not begin to formulate a retraction of our 
charge that*the youth in question was a 
pig-headed yowler. As for the statement 
that there used to be a dance house here 
called ‘* Excelsior Hall,’’ The Observer may 
be right. We don’t remember it ourselves—

Controller Ridgely Addresses Geor- 
gia Bankers on Money Reform. 


Favors System of Uncovered Gold Re- 
serve Notes and Retirement 
of Greenbacks. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, June 17.—William Barret 
Ridgely, Controller of the Currency, de- 
livered an address on “Gold Reserve Na- 
tional Bank Notes" to-day before the 
Georgia Bankers’ Convention. After ex- 
plaining the need for greater elasticity in 
bank note currency, he said in part: 

“The most conservative and practical 
suggestion seems to be to make no change 
in the present bank circulation, but to 
allow the banks to issue in addition to the 
present notes a certain percentage of notes 
uncovered by any bond deposit, but against 
which the banks should be required to hold 
in gold or its equivalent the same reserves 
as against deposits, and at the same time 
to so add to the laws and regulations in 
regard to redemption as to provide very 
ample requirements and means for redemp- 
tion and retirement. This redemption ma- 
chinery can and should be made so com- 
plete and effective as to lead to constant 
and frequent redemption of these notes, It 
is also part of this plan to provide a guar- 
antee fund for the payment of all these 
uncovered gold-reserve notes. Each bank 
will be required to pay into this fund 5 per 
cent. of its uncovered notes before they 
are issued, and this fund is to be main- 
tained by a tax on this circulation. The 
proportion of uncovered gold-reserve notes 
proposed varies from 25 to 50 per cent. 
Fifty per cent. could be permitted with 
safety, but 25 is enough to supply a con- 
siderable element of elasticity, and it may 
be well to begin with the smaller amount. 

“The argument most frequently seen in 
the press and heard in conversation against 
uncovered gold reserve notes is that their 
issue will lead to a great inflation of the 
If we consider carefully, how- 
ever, the provisions under which the pro- 
posed uncovered notes are to be issued, 
and, above all, if we bear in mind that 
these notes are not to be counted as bank 
reserves, that the issuing banks are to be 
compelled to carry an ample reserve in gold 
or its evquivalent against them, and, 
fyrther, that provision is made for such 
constant and frequent redemption that the 
notes cannot stay out any longer than they 
are required for current cash transactions, 
we will be forced to the conclusion that 

ere is no danger of undue inflation. On 
the wen gt & this change in our currency 
laws will introduce more factors which 
jead to contraction than to expansion. 

*“ Bank notes should never be used for re- 
serves, their true use being for current 
cash business only. Bank reserves should 
be gold, or some paper certificates which 
can be quickly converted into gold. As 
long as the greenbacks are in circulation 
and the United States carries a large gold 
reserve for their redemption they may be 
considered as practically gold certificates 
and used for reserves. As soon as it can 
be done the greenbacks should be redeemed 
and retired, the silver also disposed of, and 
nothing but gold and gold certificates used 
as bank reserves. When this is done we 
shall be solidly and firmly on a real gold 
standard basis, and our financial system be 
such as we should have to take our proper 
place as the leading commercial nation of 
the world. 

“The only proper use of bank notes is for 
the current cash transactions necessary in 
jthe business of the community. Bank 
notes are the best possible form of cur- 
rency fcr this use if made properly elastic 
and responsive to the demand. The com- 
posite result of each bank supplying to its 
own customers what currency they need, 
and these customers presenting it for re- 
demptien when not needed, is the best way 
to regulate the amount of currency which 
should be in circulation. 

“A currency not available for reserves 
and protected by gold reserves and umple 
facilities for redemption would not be mude 
the basis for undue inflation of credits or 
used for speculation. It would only be used

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Board of Education Acts on the 
Languages Problem. 


Committee to Hold a Public Discussion 
—Sharp Debate at the Meeting 
of the Board. 


After a protracted meeting, at which a 
variety of opinion was expressed, the 
Board of Education yesterday voted to in- 
struct its committee on study to hold a 
public hearing on the question of elective 
studies in the upper elementary grades. 
The hearing was set for Monday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock in the assembly hall of the 
Board of Education Building, Fiftty-ninth 
Street and Park Avenue. 

The meeting was called to take action 
upon resolutions passed by the executive 
committee asking that the Board's action 
on the new course of study be reconsid- 
ered, with a view to “ providing further 
facilities for the study of the language,” 
and to consider the adoption of the follow- 
ing: 

Classes in the seventh and eighth years of the 
elementary schools shall pursue the daily study 
of a modern foreign language. Said language 
shall be either French or German, as a majority 
of the pupils upon their promotion into such 
grades may elect, 

The provision would have the effect of ex- 
tending the study of German to the seventh 
grade instead of limiting it as an elective 
to the eighth grade, as proposed Dy the re- 
vised course. 

When President Henry A. Rogers called 
the meeting to order communications were 
read from various organizations who oppose 
the new regulations, aming them the United 
Real Estate Owners of New York, the Ger- 
man societies, the Van Nest Properiy Own- 
ers’ Association, the Arion Society, and 
several others, and from the Pubiic Educa- 
tion Association, the Local School Board 
of the Thirteenth District, and the New 
York Teachers’ Association, supporting the 
revised course of study. Various citizens 
sent letters on both sides of the question. 

Commissioner Harrison, Chairman Greene 
of the Executive Committee, and Commis- 
sioners Stern, Jonas, and Barrett urged va- 
rious motions to dispose of the question. 

Ex-Senator Guy uttered some general ob- 
jections to the powers given the District 
Superintendents in substituting for the 
electives different subjects in any particu- 
lar school and objecting particularly to ste- 
nography as an elementary school elective, 

Commissioner Connelley wanted to know 
if the committee had considered Spanish as 
a desirable foreign language elective, and 
suggested that it Is the tongue spoken by 
“some three millions of our fellow-citi- 
zens."" 

“Why German and French?” asked Mr. 
Connelley; ‘‘ what are they, and why should 
we teach them in preference to others? 
Why not teach Yiddish or Italian if any 
proportion of our population wants it?” 

Commissioner Harrison in an extended 
speech said that the position of the board 
was like that of the Irishman who was 
open to conviction, but would like to see 
the man that could convince him. 

“IT have no objection to the argument of 
Carl Schurz for the educational value of 
German,” he declared, ‘‘ but all such argu- 
ments are foolish in the face of our condi- 
tions here, and I can't see how any man 
can consider them seriously. Just think of 
the address that was presented to the 
Mayor recently in which they told what a 
beautiful thing it would be to see little 
boys sitting down on the curb stones in 
Hester Street and reading their Milton and 
Shakespeare on the one hand and their 
Goethe and Schiller on the other! I believe 
in opening the doors as wide as possible 
for the study of all languages, but at the 
same time it must be remembered that the 
study of German in the elementary schools 
is more or less of a farce anyway.” 

Mr. Guy declared that Mr. Harrison's re- 
marks were out of place. ‘The public 
schools of New York are not a charitable 
or private institution, for Carnegie and 
Rockefeller to direct,’’ he cried, “nor are 
they the property of the Board of Educa- 
tion, or even of Superintendent Maxwell; 
nor does he direct them by divine right.” 

When the situation had quieted somewhat 
and Commissioner Francolini had suggested 
Italian as an elective, Commissioner Field 
explained on behalf of the Committee on 
Study, that under the proposed course of 
study German would be taught practically 
in every school, and that forty minutes a 
day every day in the week in one grade 
would give to it a larger amount of time 
than a single forty-five-minute period once 
a week in several grades. He reminded 
the board also that in Brooklyn, ee 
and Richmond provisen for regular in- 
struction in foreign languages in the ele- 
emerery grades had never been made be- 
ore. 

“I believe that we have gone very far in 
the matter,’”’ he said finally, “ but since 
the Germans made no effort to be heard 
when we were considering the matter, as 
the French, for instance, did, I believe 
we should have a hearing for them.” 

After several resolutions had been 
voted down the board instructed the Study 
Committee to hold a hearing upon the ques- 
tion and report to the board. Mr. Stern, ex- 
Senator Guy, and a few others voted 
against this motion. 


SHELDON DECLINES OFFICE. 


Tells President He Will Not Accept 
New York Republican County Com- 
mittee Chairmanship. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—George R. 


Sheldon of New York, who has been prom- 
inently mentioned in connection with the 
Chairmanship of the Republican County 
Committee of New York, told the President 
to-night he*had determined that it was in- 
expedient and impossible for him to take 
that position. He made this statement at 
a conference held at the White House at 
the President's invitation. Mr. Sheldon 
came down from New York to-night in re- 
sponse to a dispatch from the President 
and dined with him at the White House, 
After their conference, which lasted until 


nearly 11 o'clock, Mr. Sheldon made this 
statement: 

* At our conference we talked over a 
number of New York eager y+ matters, in- 
cluding the Chairmanship of the New York 
Republican County Committee. I convinced 
the President that it was both impossible 
and inexpedient for me to take the place, 
and in this he agreed with me.” 

Capt, F. Norton Goddard of New York, 
whose name also has been prominently 
mentioned in connection with the Chair- 
manship of the committee, was in confer- 
ence with the President to-day. He took 
luncheon with the President and left on an 
afternoon train for New York City. It 
was said to-night in an authoritative quar- 
ter that Capt. Goddard’s name was not 
being seriously considered by the Adminis- 
tration in connection with the appointment. 


Although the Republican County Commit- 
tee will meet to-night, there is pothing to 
indicate that a new President will be elect- 
ed to succeed Robert C, Morris. The gen- 
eral belief is that the meeting to-night will 
be very short, and that no action will be 
taken on the Presidency. 


WARNING TO SHIPPERS. 


Consul to Marseilles Says Goods Meant 
for France Should Be Sent 
There Direct.

WASHINGTON, June 17.~—Consul General 
Skinner, at Marseilles, has sent a letter to 
the State Department warning American 
shippers from sending products designed for 
France to other countries to be trans- 
shipped to France.

LACROSSE VISITORS WIN. 


English Universities Team Beat Har- 
vard by 6 to 5 in First Match Here. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 17.—The com- 
bined lacrosse team of Oxford and Cam- 


bridge Universities, England, defeated the 
Harvard team on Soldiers’ Field this after- 
noon by 6 to 5 in the first international 
lacrosse game ever played on this side of 
the Atlantic and the second in the history 
of the game. 

At the start it looked as if Harvard cer- 
tainly would win.

In the second half, however, 
they seemed to understand the play and 
checked Harvard at it. 


LIGHT WORK FOR YALE CREW. 


Harvard ‘Varsity Shows Its Best Form 


of the Season, but Freshmen Not 
Doing Well. 


GALES FERRY, Conn., June 17.—The 
Yale oarsmen were not drilled hard this 
afternoon because most of them are stiff 
after their time rows of yesterday. The 
‘Varsity went up the river ag 5 o'clock, 
rowing two miles in one-mile stretches. The 
water was rough, the wind being against 
a strong tide. The men were coached on 
catching and finishing together and let- 
ting the boat run between the strokes.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


For the greater part of the day the larger 
interests In the Street seemed disposed to 
let the stock market alone, and hence it 
was that the day’s operations were largely 
professional.

‘The best-sus- 
tained strength was in Pennsylvania, the 
buying here being apparently predicated on 
the increasing subscriptions to the new 
Stock issue, whose success now seems to be 
60 assured that it § not likely the under- 
writing syndicate ill be called upon to 
take a single share of the stock. In Union 
Pacific and Baltimore and Ohio banking 
interests identified with the properties were 
buyers, but made no endeavor to bid up 
prices or to maintain them on the advance. 
On the floor the purchases were said to 
Suggest persistent accumulation for a pur- 
pose. Morgan brokers again were buyers 
of the Erie shares. 


Apropos of the strength of Pennsylvania 
there is authority for-the statement—and 
it comes from a quarter so influential that 
it cannot be questioned—that the extent and 
Seriousness of the Gould-Pennsylvania 
clash have been much magnified, and that 
as a market issue the dispute is a thing of 
the past. More than that, it is stated that 
the Rockefeller interest in thé matter has 
at no time been other than nominal, and 
that the ranging of John D. Rockefeller on 


ene side as an active participant in the 
contest has been wholly unwarranted. Mr. 
Reckefeller is friendly to both sides. If he 
plays any part in the matter at all, it is 
rather as a peacemaker. His extensive in- 
terests in Missouri Pacific and his large 
subscription to the new Pennsylvania stock, 
together with outside market purchases of 
Pennsylvania, readily suggest the reasons 
why he, more even than Mr. Gould or Mr. 
Cassatt, should desire and should seek to 
establish peace. 


It will probably be found, too, when the 
skies have cleared that a great deal of 
twaddie has lately been written about the 
influence of the Rockefeller and National 
City Bank forces in the late drooping mar- 
ket, and, for that matter, in the present 
speculation in cotton. In respect to cotton 
there is good reason for the belief that the 
interests seeking to advance the price of 
that staple are far removed from the Na- 
tional City Bank, while concerning the 
stock market the present evidences are that 
the so-called Well bear pool was inspired 
by and mace up largely of certain West- 
ern and Pittsburg operators, with the Rock 
Island crowd playing a no inconspicuous 
part in the matter. uch of the iong stock 
as the Standard Oil interests disposed of 
was, it is declared, marketed many months 
ago, with these interests practically doing 
nothing in the market since that time up 
to a few wecks ago. Then, it is understood, 
they nought rather extensively, just as did 
banking interests affiliated with them. It 
is knowledge of this buying that inspires 
the belief and the hope in many quarters 
that market improvement will shortly 
show, especially with so many good securi- 
ties selling at or below what is admitted to 
be an attractive investment Ie vel. 

Of particular stocks yesterday there is 
very little to be said. Further absorption 
of Amalgamated Copper was reported; in- 
vestment Dnying advanced Westinghouse, 
General Electric, and North American: the 
Waldorf crowd bid up the Reading issues, 
while on every favorable opportunity the 
shorts seemed to be covering tn Atchison, 
Missouri Pacific, and the Gould stocks gen- 
eraily.

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 

In its review of the condition of the iron 
and metal trades The Iron Age will to-day 
say: 

All the departments of the iron and steel trade 
are rather quiet, and there is a growing dispo- 
tion among buyers to act conservatively The 
unsettled condition of labor contributes largely 
to this, but it is not quite clear that the re- 
quirements of the country have undergone an 
actual shrinkage. The consuming Interests of 
the West, in particular, are, according to ail 
accounts, as busy as ever and face the future 
with confidence. The feeling seems to be that 
Eastern sentiment is unduly influenced by the 
course of evefits in Wall Street and by the atti- 
tude of the financial community. 

The pig tron markets are weaker, this applying 
mere particularly to foundry grades. There has 
been a greater volume of business, but it is 
almost entirely in small lots for early delivery, 
thus showing that buyers have not yet begun to 
cover their requirements for the third and fourth 
quarters. It is worthy of note, however, that In 
a few isolated instances contracts for round lots 
for delivery during the second half have been 
made 

Undue significance has been attached to some 
forced sales of moderate lots of pig iron. They 
were parts of cargoes which arrived late, owing 
to accidents to the steamers. Since the Import- 
ers lost money on them the sales do not indi- 
cate that foreign tron can compete at the present 
level 

The plain fact, however, is that the present 
level of prices, even with the concessions made 
by some of the makers, does not tempt consum- 
ers, and there seems only one outcome—a fur- 
ther ylelding on the part of the furnaces. As 
yet there are no indications that the weaker 
stacks must blow out. It is admitted that they 
cannot come out whole now, even though costs 
have declined through lower offerings of coke, 
which has sold lately on the basis of $2.75 at 
oven for standard Connellsville. 

Narrow as the steel market is, it has displayed 
some weakness lately, and some of the larger 
interests have shown some eagerness to secure 
business even moderate in quantity. Some con- 
cessions are being quietly made. 

Reports of large sales of steel rails for 1904 
delivery have been current, but have been de- 
nied. They could not well have been definitely 
made prios to the meeting of the manufacturers, 
which is to take place at the close of this week. 
It is not regarded as probable that there will be 
any change in the price. An advance seems out 
of the question. It is understood that some very 
large orders will be placed as soon as the offi- 
cial announcement is made. There is still some 
business cropping up for early delivery East ard 
West, and there is also in the market an order 
for 20,000 tons for the Canadian Northwest, on 
which our mills must figure against European 
competition, 

In some lines of manufactured iron and steel 
there is an unsatisfactory volume of business 
and some shading of prices is going on. The 
lowering in the prices of raw materials, pig 
iron, billets and old material, puts outside milis 
into the position where they can make conces- 
sions under stress. 

The expected lowering in the price of pig lead 
has come. There has been a reduction of \c per 
Ib to 4%c, which is effective to-day.

Commissioner “Chooses Architect Horn- 
bostel to Prepare a Design. 


Henry F. Hornbostel has been selected by 
Bridge ‘Commissioner Lindenthal as the 
architect to prepare plans for a great rail- 
road terminal at the Manhattan end of 
the Brooklyn Bridge.

WR. POULSON DESGRIBES — 


DEALINGS WITH PARKS 


Denies Money He Gave to Walking 
Delegate Was a Bribe. 


Hecla tron Works President Says He 
Was “Held Up "—Had to Pay or 
Go Out of Business. 


} _ Neils Poulson; President of the Hecla 

; Iron Works, who a week ago caused the 
arrest of Walking Delegate ‘‘Sam” Park8 
of the Housesmiths’ Union on a blackmall- 
ing charge, was placed on the stand for 
cress-examination at a hearing in the case 
yesterday. 

Parks was arrested on Monday a week 
ago. The first hearing on the charge 
against him was held before Justice Mayer 
of the Court of Special Sessions on last 
Wednesday. On that occasion Mr. Poulson 
on the direct examination told the story of 
how Parks demanded $2,000 to call off a 
strike on some buildings the company was 
putting up and how he got it. Yesterday 
ex-Magistrate Brann, Parks’s counsel, tried 
to show that the money paid was a bribe, 
which would make Mr. Poulson a party to 
the crime. 

“Did you ever before have trouble with 
any walking delegate?"’ asked Mr. Brann 
after a few preliminary questions. 

“Oh, yes," Mr. Poulson replied. ‘ Well, 
I do not know that I can call it trouble. 
Some twelve years ago a number of men 
employed by us were behind in their pay- 
ment of dues to the union, and a walking 
delegate threatened to call a strike unless 
these were paid. I paid him $350 by check 
for that purpose.” 


Q.—Did you ever make or authorize any other 
payments? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—When did you make up your mind to brin 
these charges? A.—Immediately the money had 
been paid. p 

Q.—Then why were they not brought before? 
A.—Because after a six weeks’ strike, as we had 
had, there is no time to think of anything, except 
how to get into shape to do business again. 

Q.—Did you consult anybody? A.—Yes, I spoke 
about this matter freely with members of the 
Iron League. They all told me that there was 
nothing to do but to pay, and that they had all 
had the same kind of experience, I also con- 
sulted my attorney, 


Mr. Poulson testified that he had first 
made up‘his mind to lay the charges before 
District Attorney Jerome about a week 


ago, and that before doing so he had been 
to see District Attorney Clarke of Brooklyn, 
where the plant of the Hecla Iron Works is 
situated, 


Q.—On whose advice did you act? A.—I did it 
of my own accord, We had a strike again, and 
all “sorts of trouble. Our men were being 
** slugged "' In the street, and I thought it was 
about time to put a stop to it. 

Q.—You did not bring any charges against 
the other delegate to whom you paid money? 
A:-No; that would have been no use; he ran 
away. 

Q.—You never told Mr. Parks of what you in- 
tended doing? A.—No; I had met him once and 
I did not want to see him again. 

Mr. Poulson said his meeting with Parks 
took place in the Flatiron Building, in an 
office occupied by the Fuller Construction 
Company, and that he had Roce to meet 
Parks at the request of the Fuller people, 
who wanted to see the strike against the 
Hecla works settled. 


Q.—Did you go there prepared to pay money to 
Parks? A.—No; I thought the matter could be 
settled by me talking it over with Parks. The 
men had no grievance and the President of the 
union had apologized to me for the strike, The 


| men, about one hundred, who were out had been 


on strike for about six weeks. The strike was 
called by Parks, 

Mr. Poulson was asked if it was not cus- 
tomary to pay waiting money to the men 
after a strike had been settled, and he re- 
piiea that it was not. He then described 

is interview with Parks, when the latter 
said he did not *‘ care a damn for the union, 
the President of the Union, or the laws of 
the country, that he was Sam Parks, and 
that the strike would continue until Mr. 
Poulson had paid him $2,000." 

Q.—You made no question about paying the 
money to Parks, did you? A.—No, Sir; I had 
to pay it; our business was going to pieces, and 
we were doing injury to other people, besides. 

Q.—Is it not a fact that you think Parks ought 
to be in jail. A.—What I think is my own busi- 
ness, 

Q.-—But have you not made a statement to 
that effect? A.—I may have made some such 
remark. 

Q.—When you paid the money you thought it 
unjust? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And when the men went back what wages

You blame Parks for the strike? A.—I 
certainly do, and #0 does the President of his 
union 

Q.—Did not Parks tell you that he would have 
to submit your proposition to the meh? A.—No, 
Sir; there Was no proposition to submit, because 
there was Ho grievance. 

Q.—Whaet did you think Parks wanted that 
money for? A.-—For his own pocket. 

Q.—What did yee expect him to do with that 
money? A.—Call the strike off. 

Q.—Then it was a bribe? A.—No, it 
tortion 

Q.—Didn’t you know that the payment of that 
money was bribery? A.—No; if I am held up 
by a highwayman and forced to give him what 

i} I have I don’t consider that bribery. 

Q.—But you paid him to call off that strike? 
A.—I had to pay or go out of business. I was 
“held up’’ in other words. 

In reply to a question from Mr. Brann, 
Mr. Poulson admitted that Parks did not 
have him by the throat or put his hand in 
his pocket at the time. 

There was a lively colloquy between Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome and Mr. Brann when 
Francis D. Jackson, Secretary of the Hecla 
Iron Works, was called. Mr. Jackson testi- 
fied that he had known Parks for six or 
seven years. 

‘**Oh, we might as well go back to the 
days of Noah and the flood,” shouted Mr. 
srann, 

“No, we need not,”’ said Mr, Jerome. 
“There were no grafting ag | delegates 
in those days. The ark was built by non- 
union labor.” 

Mr. Jackson told of a message he had re- 
ceived from Parks in September, 1902, and 
how as a result of that message he had told 
Parks that if he wanted to sell out his 
union for $1,000 he, Jackson, was the wrong 
man to come to. *Parks then became vio- 
lently abusive, and wanted to fight Jack- 
son. Jackson also tola of how he had met 
Parks at Brevoort Hall, in Fifty-fourth 
Street, for the purpose ef getting a strike 
against the company settled, and how Parks 
had said he would get even with the Hecla 
Company if it took him the rest of his life, 
and that he would not call the strike off 
until he felt good and ready. 

Through John W. Kelly, a walking dele- 
gate of the Housesmiths’ Union Mr. Je- 
rome proved that there was a_provision in 
the constitution of that organization re- 
quiring walking delegates to account for 
money they had collected every week. This 
it. is claimed by the prosecution was not 
done by Parks.

HIS SKIN SAVED LAD’S ARM. 


Workman Sacrificed Himself for the Son 
of a Friend. 


Through a sacrifice made by his father’s 
fellow-workman, an arm of seven-year-old 
Willie Neubarth of 544 Brook Avenue, the 
Bronx, has been saved. 

His right arm was badly crushed on May 
8, when he was struck by a New York Cen- 
tral train at One Hundred and Forty-ninth 
Street and Robbins Avenue, and it was 
thought at first that it would have to be 
amputated. At the Lebanon Hospital, 


where the boy was taken, the doctors re- 
moved a piece of the humerus and were 
able to keep the arm intact. As a result of 
the accident, however, the skin had been. 
taken from the elbow down to the finger 
tips. 

The doctors asked the boy's father to let 
them graft some of his cuticle to save the 
arm, but the father has been ill of late, 
and felt that he could not do it. He told 
his best friend, Gustave Voelkel, all about 
it, and Voelkel immediately volunteered to 
give the cuticle. 

The operation of grafting the skin was 
pertormed yesterday afternon. The cuticle 
was taken from Voelkel’s thighs and legs. 
The doctors were thoroughly satisfied with 
the operation, for, while the boy .will not 
have the full use of his arm, he will be 
much better off than if it was amputated. 

Voelkel is single, and lives at 735 Bast 
One Hundred and Fifty-sixth Street. He 
works with Neubarth in the East One 
Hundred and Forty-fourth Street silk mills. 


Merchants’ Association Threatens to 
Fight Payments to Contractors. 


Protest was made by the Merchants’ As-
